3 
ſweeter Delights beyond the Mountains in 
{ a Country: ſo far excelling all others tn the 
World , according to the relation which 
had been given to us. 

It is the uſual cuſtom of all Travellers 
that paſs often through this Town, to have 
{a ſhe-Comrade, with whom they are wont 
ro ſpend ſome days. For in the Country of 
| Sevarambe ſuch kind of natural delights are 
| not allowable by the Laws of the Country, 
{nor agreeable with the ſtrict lives and ſe- 
| vere Cuſtoms of the Inhabitants, nor with 
the nature of the Air ; for at the firſt enter- 
tainment of inordinate luſt , ſuch diſorder 
happens in the blood and veins of men, that 

their countenances are immediately chan- 
ged, and their skins are covered with Boils 
and Scabs, chiefly their Noſes , which have 
ſo great a correſpondency with the fioble 
Members. For this cauſe the-Inhabitants 
of Sevarambe abominate the leaſt ſign of all 
*laſciviouſneſs. I never was amongſt a more 
| temperate and orderly Generation, All 
©] Paſſengers therefore uſe to make a dne pre- 
+1 paration before they can or are admitted 
21 to paſs over the Monntains, Atthis Town 
of Co/a therefore Travellers ſtop to refreſh 
I themſelves with thoſe delights which are 
34 ealy allowable in Sporumbe. od bg 
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After three days reſt Sermodas had provi- 
ded all things needful for our paſling ove 
the Mountains, ſome Proviſions and Car 
riages. We had toeach man of us an Uni 
corn appointed to carry us. - This Creature 
by the skill of the Sporwi are brought to be 
as tame as our Horſes. They ſeemed to me 
far ſtronger and more ſwift , and fo ſure- 
footed, that though we climbed over Rocks 
and-Mountains, there was none of them 
ſeen ſo much as to ſtumble or fall. Inſtead 
of a Bit and Bridle we held in our hands a 
ſilkencord tyed to the horn, which was in 
the front of the Beaſt, and at the leaſt mo- 
tion it would bend and turn , and go a 
ſwifter or ſlower pace, according to our 
deſire. I inquired ſeveral things concer- 
ning this Animal, which I could never hear 
of in all Europe. Sermodas gave me great 
ſatisfaCtion, and informed me of its nature, 
p:operties, and excellent qualities, ſo that I 
bad brought ſome over with me into my 
own Country , had not this tranſportation 
been forbidden by the Law of that place. 

We took our leaves of Cola about noon 


after a plentiful Dinner. An Unicorn 0 
a Cheſtnut colour , with many black ſpo 
01. the right ſide, and white on the left, wa 
prepared for me to mount upon, At the 
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Hiſtory of the Sevarites. 5 
8 firſtwhen I ſaw the nimbleneſs of the Beaſt, 
| was afraid to venture my ſelf upon it, 
and could not be perſwaded to make any 
uſe 'of it, till Sermodas aſſured me, that it 
was one of the gentleſt Creatures in the 
World, and ſo extraordinary ſwift, that we 
paſſed over the Mountains through uneven 
ways Into Severambe in a day and a half, 
being near threeſcore or fourſcore miles. 
Theſe Mountains are not inhabited by 
any other thing but Lions, Tygers, Pan- 
thers, and ſuch wild and ravenous Beaſts as 
care not much for the ſociety of men, We 
had the ſight of many thouſands of them in 
our way, and ſaw the Roman Sports of their 
Theatres and Amphitheatres in the bot- 
toms , when we were on the ſide of the 
Hills; for there we met with theſe ſurious 
Beaſts contending for their prey. Two 
Bears were devouring an unhappy Deer, 
which by chance was by them ſarpriſed in 
a Thicket or Buſh of Brambles, They had 
no ſooner ſeized upon it and overcome it, 
but in ſteps the Lion to ſhare in rhe ſport. 
The two Bears would not allow him any 
part, therefore one ſteps back to encounter 
him, whiles the other heid the innocent 
Deer half dead ; but the Lion being too 
4 krong for the firlt Bcar , the lecond ran in 
; Þ 3 ig 
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to reſcue him with that fury, that made the 
Lion leave his hold. The hght laſted about 
an hour, with ſuch a variety of ſport, that 
we could not paſs on m our Journey, till we 
had ſeen the end. At laſt the Lion had fo bit- 
ten the Maſter-Bear by the legs, that he was 
ſcarce able to ſtand ; which when the Lion 
perceived, he retreated from him about an 
hundred paces, and then was too [trong for 
the other Bear, which had unadviſedly pur- 
ſued him. After a ſhort diſpute the Bear ran 
away, and left the Lion alone to his dinner 
with the lame Bear in figlit, which ſent to 
him many ſnarlings and wiſhful looks, 
waiting till this King of Beaſts had well 
fatisfhed his appetite, But when the Lion 
had well filled his paunch with the Deers 
fleſh, and that he endeavonred to drag away 
the reſt, the two. Bears ſeeing his greed1- 
neſs, gave the Lion another aſlault, and 
obliged him to depart with a good picce of 
fleſh in his mouth, leaving the remainder 
to the hungry Bears that devoured all ta 
the very Guts, 

[n purſuance of our Journey we were 
carried over a high Mountain named Spora- 
kas ; the top reaches to the ſecond Region 
of the Air, and is always covered over with 
SNOW and Ice in this hot Country. There 

Is 
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is a very clear Fountain of water which 
yields a plentiful ſtream running down the 
Rocks and Mountains of various alcents, 
and' by the fall and diverſity of the noiſes 
and rumbling of the water, gives to the 
Paſſenzers a pleaſant Muſick, When I 
was within a mile of the place, I thought 
I had heard ſome Trampets, Drums , and 
warlike Harmony, Flutes and Hoboys, and 
ſuch other windy and watry Inſtruments of 
Muſick, What! {aid I to Sermodas, - what 
means this warhike Muſick that we hear ? 
Is there not an Army coming before us? 
This queſtion cauſed Sermodas and all the 
Sporvi to ſmile, No, faid Sermwdas, we have 
no nced to fight amongſt our felves, this 
Country is more free from all diſputes and 
contentions than any other under the Snn. 
We are not pinch*d with thoſe neccilities 
that are apt to make you Europeans fo mad 
and furious one 2v2inſt another. There 1s 
nothing of oppreflion or violence to be ſeen 
here. Weare never allaulted by any Ene- 
my : All our Thieves, Robbers, and difor- 
derly perſons ate confined to the $kirts of 
our Dominions where they live to plague 
one another , but they are not ſuffered ro 
abide in the middle and bowels of the King- 
com. Since XNeabs Flood , whereof we 
B 4 have 
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have more certain Memoires than you in 
Europe , there was never any diſorder nor 
War in this place, or in the Country round: 
about, becauſe of the excellent Orders and 
uleful Laws of this Country , which I ſhall 
hereafter repreſent to you. At the top 
of the Mountain we lodged ina Tent which 
Nature had prepared in a Diamant Rock, 
with ſeyeral Apartments, The Rock ſtood 
in a plain ground, as high as the great: 
Steeple of Amſterdam, It occupied about 
an Acre of ground , having many tranſpa- 
rent Turrets ropnd about at the middle of 
it. - There was an entrance into it ſo lumi- 
nous and gloripus, that | thought the Sun 
had made here its abode, and that there 
was one within «as well as without in the 
Heavens. In the firſt room we reſted our 
ſelves, and unloaded our Unicorns. Some 
of the company gave them Provender , qQ- 
thers kindled us a fire ; but Sermogas led me 
and Maurice by the hand to take a full view 
of this ſtately Palace. When we had gone 
round, and ſeen the glory of it, and taken 
notice of the brightneſs of the Diamant 
with the cryſtal Turrers, and ſteps by which 
men mayclimbup ta the top, and which 
are made of Ice congealed and hardened 
into Cryſtal by length of time, we ref:

9 
ned to our company to take a- ſhare of the 
ire they had kindled ; but we were no 
ſooner ſate down in the niches about the 
Wall, but out comes a Leopard followed by 
a wild Maſty from ſome inner rooms where 
they had been ſleeping all the day. Now 
the noiſe of men had awakened them, and 
obliged them to ſeek another more quiet 
retreat. The entrance was ſtopt with our 
Fardels-and Goods to keep out the cold 
wind that blew in. When therefore we 
perceived them running and walking a-. 
bout, we ran to our Arms to defend our 
ſelves from their fury. But ſtay, ſaid Ser- 
modas to me , we need not ſtir , you ſhall 
ſee pleaſant ſport , if you will ſit quiet!y. 
He had no ſooner ſpoken the words, but tie 


* [Leopard and the wild Malty began to fa- 
; [Jute one another with grim looks and fu. 
- [rious crys, which ended not without a ſharp 
{diſpute for maſtery, Sometimes the one 
' [had the upper hand, anon The other would 
[tread his Enemy under foot. They were 
Io furiouſly ſer one againſt another, that 


they took no notice of our being there, nor 
of the fire kindled in a corner , till two of 
our company, by the order of Sermoaas, dit 
Charged two Guns upon them, The Byl.- 
lets killed the Leopard , bug the wild Dog 
CEerrea- 
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retreated into the inner rooms , where lv 
remainded till thenext morning , that w{d 
fetched him out with fire, and diſpatcheſ x 
him alſo. We were mightily afraid at 
their firſt appearance; but when we pe 
ceived how little they regarded us, an 
how ſpeedily they tell foul of one another] t 
we were well pleaſed with their company c 
for the room was. large enough for then c 
and us. Sermodas led us into every chamber c 
and corner of this Diamant Palace; whery ' 
we had the ſight of all manner of Profpe&y 1 
and ſhapes of Bealts and Birds graven therd 1 
with Natures finger to delight Patlengery « 
when they paſs over theſe rough Mounf 1 
tains into Sevarambe. I ſhall forbear fron « 
giving any exact Deſcription of it, for feat 1 
this ſtrange account , incredible of ir ſelf} 1 
ſhould injure the reſt of this Story , and] « 
cauſe my Reader to ſuſpect the truth of al 
other paſlages of theſe Travels in this re 
mote Country. The night we ſpent in ſuch 
pleaſant dreams, as made us Erropears t6 
laush heartily in our fleep. We fanciec 
our ſelves in a moſt glorious Paradiſe, an 
were not wiiting to depart the next day, 


Had not Sermodas promiſed to' bring me 

back the ſame way, I had prevailed upo 

him to have ilaid there a few-nights, that 
WwoQe 
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we might have again a taſte of our drowſie 
delights, and of our imaginary happineſs, 
(which to us was as good as any real and 
true. 

I had almoſt forgot a Cuſtom obſerved by 
all the crooked Sporvs, when they come to 
this place, to prepare themſelves to go 
1 down into the glorious and fruitful Vallies 
of Sevarambe. They waſh themſelves all 
| over their bodies in a Mineral Fountain of a 
| Water, which to the eye appears very yel- 
low, which Fountain ſtands at a ſtones calt 
4 from the Rock ; and though the Air be 
cold , this Fountain is hot, and of an excel- 
lent virtue : for the Water cleanſeth not 
only the filth of the body , but it hath thar 
ar] influence yupon the humors of men, that 
If] they are freed from all thoſe extravagant 
1d] defires of Luſt and Lechery , which agrees 
I not with the Air and Manners of the Seva- 
el rambi, Before we went t9 fleep, Sermodas 
hl led me and my Companions out to this rare 
Fountain : Now , Captain, faid he to me, 
{trip your ſelf naked, and waſh your ſelf in 
this Water : with theſe words he ſhewed 
me ſcveral corners, which ſeemed to be 
made purpoſely for men to bathe them- 
ſelves and waſh their bodies from the irre- 
gular inclinations of theſe other Regions. 
After 
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After we had well cleanſed our ſelves, we 
returned to our Lodging, and after ſuppe 
Sermodas gave me this account of this C 
ſtom : Captain , faid hetome, we are er 
tring into a Climate where men are forced 
to be abſtemious againſt their wills; where 
if they harboured thoſe amorous affeCtion 
which other men have, they meet with fo 
many and ſuch powerful temptations, that 
they would be far more extravagant than 
the reſt of men, and be more deformed 
thanany people ; for the Air and nature of 
3 this Country is ſuch, that it ſets a mark up- 
vi. on all men that touch any other women] 
| than their own. And ſuch Virgins as for-|! 
get themſelves, are ſpotted vitbly to the}! 
eyes of all beholders, as you ſhall ſee when | 
| 


you come amongſt them. For the preven- 
tion therefore of this and all other incon- } 
vetiencies which proceed from luſtful ap. 
petites, we have a cultom to waſh our 
ſelves in this admirable Fountain, whereof 
the water hath that virrue to free us from 
thoſe lecherous inclinations as well as our 
badics from filth, and to oblige us to ap- 
pear amonglt the Sevarambs with a quiet 
and calm ſpirit : ſo that none or few dare 
joyn with any other female but his own. 
{ ioquired whether they had not a pluralit

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14 allowed them : No, anſwered Sermedas, we | 
2x] in our Country have that allowance , and 
this cauſeth us all to be fo crooked in our 
xi bodies; for this ſhape proceeds from the

).| World, free fromall thoſe wild paſſions 
nl which cauſe ſo much diſturbance in other 
r-| Lands. They are the perfeteſt and moſt 
ef beautiful Ladies that ever you beheld, all 
nj their Country and all things therein are 
- | ſtately, glorious, pleaſant, rich and noble, 
- | and ſo extraordinarily full of' innocent de- 
> | lights, that you would be content to abide 
- | there for ever. 
f1 This ſhort account ; with the many 
11 relations that we had already of this 
| Country, inflamed our deſires to be Eye- 
| witneſſes of theſe rare things , and to 
ti injoy the ſtately advantages that this 
e| place and Country afford. Therefore the 
| ext morning carly we waſhed and prepa- 
7 | red our ſelves for our Journey, But there 
] 
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happened an accident which retarded ourfii 
Journey for a while. As ſoon as our Uniþui 
corns were looſe and ready to be loaded, aff 
Jaccal happened to run by in ſight of theſeÞ: 
Animals. As ſoon as they perceived itgþd 
they ran after it ſo ſwiftly , that one of theſu 
foremoſt caught the Jaccal , and killed it 4f 
for there is a natural Antipathy between 
theſe two creatures, as there is between ap: 
Hare and a Grey-hound, At the firſt ightha 
of a Jaccal it is not poſſible to keep in the | 
Unicorn, who ts naturally carried to purſueÞa 
this ravenous Beaſt, This gave us the trou-nc 
bleto run about a mile after them to theþ! 
declive of the Hill , where the Unicornsþu! 
were all dividing the ſpoils of the dead Jac-Þl| 
cal: one was tearing the tail , another wa 
buſie about the Head, another was devour- 
ing the guts; they had all ſhared it among{tÞr: 
them. When we had brought them back;pfe 
we all mounted, and went on in our Jour«{a 
ney. About ten miles in our way, at thei 
top of a very high ſteep Hill , we ſaw theplc 
great City of Sevarinde , and the beautitu 
Country where it 1s ſituate, Here thepu 
Sporvi are wont to perform certain Cere4et 
monies before they dare venture farther gÞil 
for they imagine, that if they neglefted orfut 
contemned them, the Great Spirit of theſu

4uniſh them with ſome ſignal token of his 
thſpleaſure, as he doth ſuch as are given to 
bauchery and Lechery.

ner, that none could enter into it all tha 
time. Afterwards came the Flood, whiclt 
turned and altered Mountains and Vallies* 
therefore we have ſome Records that tel|) 
us, that the earthly Paradiſe, which, during” 
the old World, was in Aſia, was then tranſJ] 
ported hither, and all thoſe rare Trees, with 
the Jewels and Riches, were carried hithed' 
by Angels , and planted in this remc þ 
corner. And becauſe there was no man' 
then fit to inhabit \ bleſſed a place, of thq 
Sons of Noah, a new couple were formed | 
not out of the ſlimy Earth. as the former 
but out of a purer and more delicate ſubq' 
ſtance, out of ſome Metal mixed witl 
Gold and Silver : hence it is, that their bo4 
dics are ſoclean, pure, glorious, and ſplen{ 
did as you ſhall ſee. This couple, named 


Chericiz and Salmoda, are the Parents of "

the Sevarites; from their loins proceed the 
numbers of beautiful men and women, 
which you ſhall ſee on the other fide of the 
pJRiver. They had an hundred Sons and as 
hi&many Daughters, and lived, by our Re- 
prds, two thouſand years; afterwards hz 
was buried 1n the City of Sevarinae, wheie 
nou ſhall ſee his Sepulchre, When men 
:.nfand women began to increaſe, his eldeſt 
,af90n Sevarias appointed Laws for men to 
govern their aCtions, and to avoid all kind 
.gyof confuſion. Theſe Laws, we can ſhew 
ejjyou in our Regiſters, ſubſcribed by all the 
namen of thoſe' days. In his time there hap- 
1{flpened ſome Sons of Noah to be carried by 
efthe ſtormy winds upon theſe Coaſts. At 
efcbcir landing one of them met with a beau- 
Jtiſul Virgin called Seri{a, whom he raviſh- 
\nj<d and got with child. She brought forth 
hed Twins, a Boy named Bybo, and a Girl cal- 
alled Chreſtona. Theſe two being crooked, 
.r4could not meet with Matches amongſt the 
bISevarambi, who deſpiſed them : Therefore 
when they came to the Age of thirty, they 
zJmatched and increaſed ſtrangely. When 
14 Sevarias our Law-giver ſaw how numerovs 
gthey were like to be, being a juſt man, 
ij would not deſtroy them, neither would he 
ef {uffer the pure Race of the Sevaramb: to be 
C 3 defiled 
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defiled or 'mixed with the filthy Generat 
ons of the other part of the World. H 
ſent away Bubo and Chreſtona with their olq 
European Father and their Mother Serial 
with all their Children and Grand-childreq 
to build the City of Sporunde , and to inha 
bit the Country on this ſide the River , apſ 
pointing a certain Tribute for us to pay « 
an Acknowledgment that we are deſcend 
ed partly from the ſame ſtock: hence 1t 1 
that we are all ſo deformed, and a littl 
crooked, and that the true Sevarites will nc 
be perſwaded to joyn with us in Marriage 
and yet they love us as brethren, and have 
a natural inclination for all men in genera 
which obliges them to be courteous , kind 
affable, liberal, and bountiful to them a 
when they happen to fall into their hands 
Sevarias'onr wiſe Law-giver appointed tt 
us diſtinct Laws, and in ſome reſpects cor 
trary to thereſt of the Sevarites according 
to the crookedneſs of our E:ropean nature 
which he ſaw could not Jive up to that nz 
tural Sanftity which became us as me 
He gave us therefore liberty to make the 
vileſt of our female Sex Slaves for our cor 
veniency 1n times of need, and in travelling 
up and down our Country ; but ſuch pray | 
Etices as theſe are not agreeable with the 
ſtrictnek

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{ ſtritneſs of the lives of the reſt of the Se- 
144 varambi, they abominate ſuch mixtures ; 
and though their Country inclines them as 
Fr much as any to the fleſh, they cannot be 
4 perſwaded to make uſe of it out of the rules 
af and ways preſcribed to them. And if at 
any time they forget themſelves by chance, 
4 the Air and Country is ſo great an enemy 
iq] £0 ſuch practices, that it diſtinguiſheth 
them from all the reſt by ſome viſible mark 
+14 upon their Noſes or Forcheads , which cau- 
ſeth them to be- immediately baniſhed out 
.| of the Country to the Confines- over ano- 
5] ther River on the other ſide of the King- 
dom , where they have the liberry to live 
deprived of all the pleaſures of this carthly 
Paradiſe. Thither are confined all the dif- 
orderly perſons, the lecherons, the filthy, 
and baſe , each ſort have their diſtin pla- 
ces of abode, or Iſlands from whence they 
1 are not ſuffered to depart till they dye na- 
q turally : For our wiſe and ever glorious 
Law-giver commanded us not to put men 
to death for: any miſtake, forgetfulneſs, or | 
miſcarriage of their lives. Killing is per- 
mitted by our Laws only in defence of our 
own perſons ; all other Offenders againſt 
the Municipal Laws of the Land are bant- 
| hed tothe Borders , where they live to re- 
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pent them of their wickedneſs , and moſfoi 
times dye good men, _ 1 ſhall give you Jrc 
farther account of the excellent Laws, anfp 
Manners of the Sevarites, when we:ſhall-hb&n 
on the other ſide amongſt them ; for theya 
will not be perſwaded to venture over int 
theſe parts, for fear of infefting themſelye 
with Foreign Cuſtoms and Manners , a 
the vicious Air , which 1s every where b 
in Sevarambe, But , Captain, ſaid Sermy 
das to me , when we had walked about 
 rfile from our Company , it 1s time for u 
to viſit them again, for yonder comes a furif, 
ous Company vown the Mountains, which 
wiil force us to aretreat. I looked and} 
ſaw a Party of Jaccals followed by two old! 
Lions and ſome young ones running apacg; 
towards us, howling as if they had beenj 
mad : hunger makes them more furioy 
and greedy than otherwiſe they would be; 
for they increaſe ſo taft, that in the Woods 
and Retreats there is not ſufficient food 
for them all to fil] their Paunches every day 
Towards the dawning of the day they 
burſt out of their Caves and Holes to ſeek 
| their neceſſary proviſions for them anc 
their young ones. The foremoſt were not 
above an hundred paces from vs, when the 
firſt declared their coming with, fearfyl 
out-crys, 


t 
[d 
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offout-crys, which were ſigns to the Lions 
L.ground about, that they had diſcoyered ſome 
prey. We were then without Weapon, and 
never dreamed of any danger in ſo pleaſant 
Jan abode. All the wild Beaſts underſtood 
Itqthe Alarm of their fore-runners, and haſtcd 

Jto the place where the Jaccals had made a 
gnoiſe. A mixture of all ſorts followed them 
cloſe at the heels, Lions, Bears, Typgers, 
{Elks, Leopards, and ſome other ſorts which 

I ſhall hereafter deſcribe. It was not time 
for us to ſtay there any longer, and ſee our 
qdanger haſten upon us. We took our ſelves 
Ito our heels, and ran with Sermodas towards 
our Bower , where all the Sporu: had put 
themſelves in a poſture of defence as foon 
Jas they heard the noiſe. But we could not 
make ſuch haſte, but one of the foremoſt 
Leopards caught Maxrice by the Coat, and 
| tore off a piece, which the furious beaſt de- 
| voured, and gave him time to eſcape; ano- 
ther bit me by the Buttocks, and held me 
y.41o faſt, that I could not get away from him. 
ey3 inthe mean while all my Company run be- 
*Kf fore , every one ſhifting for himſelf, 1 
14 thought my ſelf loſt, ,but | was reſolved to 
oth ſtruggle for my life. The leſs hopes I faw of 
Jy eſcaping , becauſe ſeveral Companies of 
uy ather raycnons Bealts were near at hand. I 
Sz | turned 
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turned therefore my ſelf and pulled tt 
Leopard by the Ears, thruſting one of my; 
fingers into his right Eye. The pain forceg; 
him to let go his hold, which as ſoon as hy, 
had done, heleaped upon me with his opeg} 
Jaws,into which I thruſt my right hand ang, 
took hold of the Tongue , neceſlity adding, 
more ſtrength to my Arm , I pluckt it by, 
the root whiles the beaſt held me with hy, 
Paws. At that inſtant fx roaring Liong, 
and three Bears , with an infinite numbg, 
of Jaccals, had overtaken and ſurroundeg ; 
me, but none offered to touch me. I flung 
among them the Leopards tongue, whic , 
they all greedily catched at with a ſho} 
diſpute , which of them ſhould have it] | 
This gave me leiſure to run about a dozel | 
paces trom them before they had ended it : 
As ſoon as a Lion had taken it for his ſhare] 
the reſt fel} foul upon the Leopard , which , 
was become ſo troubleſom to them, becaulf | 
of his extraordinary howling , that they | 
minded me not ſo much, only an old Beal ; 
made after me, and overtook me. Whey | 
I ſaw Sermodas and Maurice , and all th | 
Company hafteninggwith Weapons to my | 
- reſcue, thfeir ſight and coming - gave my (

ſome hopes of eſcaping- out of the Jai 
of an unavoidable death.- - The Bear gal 
loppe 
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by lopped after me , and was juſt at my very 
Fheels, when I ſtumbled and fell flat on my 
A face, the Bears fury cauſed him to run 
WU about a dozen paces beyond me over my 
body, before it could ſtop ; then were Ser- 
modas, Maurice, and all the reſt come in 
with their Guns, and other Weapons, and 
F one for my ſelf, As ſoon as I had got a 
TSword in my hand, I ran at the Bear, and 
A wounded the beaſt in the right Thigh at 
4 the firſt blow, bpt at the ſecond I thruſt it 
4 in at the breaſt, and wounded him at the 
Uq heart. In the mean while all our Compa- 
ny were not idle, they fell upon the wild 
ff Beaſts with their Swords and Halberts in 
their hands, and killed in a ſhort time 
twenty Lions , thirteen Bears, and forty 
Jaccals , with threeſcore other ſort of fu- 
rious and ravenous Creatures, We found 
| dead the next day one like a Bull with fix 
| Horns, two ſmall ones a little above the 
4 Noſe,, two a little bigger under the Eyes, 
4 and two great ones upon his Head, This 
A beaſt is called Sſa, and lives upon the 

ſpoils of other Animals. We ſaw another 
Y having a Head like aLion, a Skin like a 

Crocodile, and a Tail as a Fox as red as 
{ blood, the Claws were bent in, but when 
* they were {retched out, they were m_ a 
00T 
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foot long, and as ſharp as Needles. Serm 
das told me, that this was the moſt furiou 
bealt in all the World , for nothing 
eſcape out of its Jaws and Claws, it tea 
in pieces all that it meets with , and we 
it not that it hath but a ſmall appetite, i 
would devour all the Lions of the Wood 
He told me, that the Spores called it Forabab 
and that there are no Females of them tc 
be found, becauſe they are begot by a mix 
ture of Lions and other Animals which cc 
pulate together. We killed two other, 
beaſts as big as ordinary Maſties , but ſq}, 
extraordinary furious , that none are to be 
compared to them, We continued thep. 
ſlaughter near two hours, reſcuing one ano- 
ther when the wild beaſts were too hard}; 
for any of us, and had worſted us, The 
reſt we put to flight, having wounded], 
moſt of them : three of the Sporvz*in our 
company were bit in their Limbs, and fix 
of us run through the Arm with the Claws 
of the Lions, After this fierce Encounter 
which was not aboye three ſtones caſt fror 
our Bower , we went, very joyful to. havg 
eſcaped the danger, to refreſh, our ſelyey

Sermodas had ſome private 


q Iiſcourſe with him near the River ; after- 


ds he marched with us into his Town to 


Þ isPalace , the moſt glorious thing that 1 


er beheld, and yet that was-nothing to 
what I faw afterwards. The Town lay 


"Jon the banks of the River, and had fix umi- 


torm Streets abutting to the Water. The 
Houles 
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Houſes were for the moſt part built all of 
white and black Marble , very curious tc 
the eye : they were covered over with ; 
ſhining Slate, which ſeemed to be gill wit! 
Gold before every door. In a wide empty 
place grew ſeveral aromatick and excellent 
rare Trees for pleaſure and/profit., We 

admired to ſee the place, ſometimes we 
ſtood aſtoniſhed at the beauty of the men 
and-women, anon we were raviſhed witt 
the glorious and delightſom abodes. Where: 
ever we caſt our eyes, we ſaw nothing but 
that which deſerved our wonder and admi- 
ration. Zid; Marbet walked with us with 
his company, and led us to his Palace, whict 
excelled all the other houſes ia beauty. At 
our entrance we ſaw two Poſts: of pure Ivo. 
ry, ring'd round with Gold; with a lityhe 
Court paved with white and black Marble: 
The Houſe was built almoſt in the ſame 
manner as the reſt, but ſurrounded with the 
moſt beautiful Trees , and moted with 4 
Draw-bridge of black Wood like Ebeny, 
baving Chains of Gold inſtead-of Iron. Iy 
the Water the Fiſh were in (ſuch plenty, af 
ſo great, that we ſaw hundreds as we pall 
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by. At our firſt entrance we ſtood in af li 
maze to behold the glory of the inſide, we 1 
could not ſufficiently admire” the deny

and ſplendor of the rich Moveables , the 
zl Hangings and Tapiſtry over-laid with Gold 

and precious Stones, with all other things. 
which can never be believed, if I ſhould 
4 offer to relate them. Here we ſtopped ſe- 
j ven days, till we had News from Sevarinde, 

us, a we had ſent word of our Arrival, 
to know the Kings Pleaſure, - In' the mean 
| while I cannot expreſs the delights which 
were given to every day ; the ſweet Con- 
| certs of Muſick , the pleaſant Walks about 
{ the Town, the Recreations of Hunting, 
4 Fiſhing, Hawking, and other Sports, were 
| not wanting to us}, with many other Paſt- 
times. Zids Marbet and his whole Family. 
were extraordinary civil to us. The Town 
4 were not wanting in their reſpects. 
At the end of ſeven days, Sermodas our 
{ Guide, with the reſt of our Company, ſet. 
| forward towards Sevarinde, where we aTr- 
{ rived in ſix days. The Journey was the 
j moſt pleaſant that ever I had been 1n. ' 
There was ſcarce any manner of Recrea- 
tion or innocent Pleaſure belonging to our 
bodies, but we found it in the way. All 
our ſenſes were raviſhed with their de- 
lights ; the Ears with the ſweet Harmony 
and Tunes of all manner of Singing-birds, 
with the grateful Crys of all forts of Crea- 
D tures: 
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tures: our Eyes beheld all the moſt glorious 
Sights which are to be ſeen in all the Earth 
the Fields, the Towns, and Cities, the 
Woods, the Vallies, and Mountains refreſhy 
cd our Eye-ſight with new objects of pleah 
ſure and wonder par of moment : out 
Noſes met with the.rareſt Perfumes ; every 
Buſh and corner yielded to us new delights 
of this kind. For our Taſte we had every 
where ſuch Dainties and rare Wines , that 
are not ta be expreſſed. One thing I took 
great. notice of, That all. thoſe Creatures 
which are elſewhere, are to be ſeen in this 
earthly Paradiſe; as Lions, Bears, Wolves, 
Jaccals, &c. and tame' beaſts, as Sheep, 
Cows, Camels, Oxen, Horſes, &c. but they 
are not of the ſame nature, as elſewhere, 
The wild bealts', as ſoon as they ſwim over 
the River of Recara, lole all their fierce dil- 


poſitions, and become as harmleſs and mild} 


as Lambs; for they. feed upon graſs and 
Inſects , without offering to meddle with 
any living Animal, Likewiſe they, as well 
as the tame beaſts, have another cry , not 
fo harſh and unpleaſant, as every where elſe, 
Their erys are more grateful to the ear, 


All things, ine word, are ſo ordered, as if 


they were purpoſely intended to delight, 
We 


and increaſe the pleaſure of the Inhabitants] 
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We ſaw in our Journey many ſtrange birds 
and tame beaſts, not to be feen inany other 
part of the World. The Fields almoſt in 
every place are watered with freſh Streatts 
and Chanels,” fall of all manner of freſh 
water fiſh ': ſo that in every Town and 
Village we faw many Fiſh- P's incompat- 
fed abont with -the rareſt Trees in Nature. 
The ground is fo extraordinaty fruitfol, 
that it is ordinaty for them to gather three 
or four Crops every year of ſeveral ſorts of 
grain. So that it is no wonder, if men and 
creatures are -here fo niimerons. Every 
two' miles we met with a good Town itt 
our way, ſorne more, ſorme leſs glorions 
than the reſt ; but built ſo regular and uni- 
form , that 1 judged that theſe Sevarrtes - 
were not ignorant of the hnmane Sciences 
and Arts, which are imperfotly known in 
other parts of the World.  Sermudas infor- 
med me, that: for Philofophy, the Mathe- 
maticks, Aſtrology, and the reſt; they were 
all trained up in them from their youth, 
They chiefly excel-in alt delightful Sciences 
and Arts, as Maſfick and the Mathematicks. 
Every Child about fourteen years of. age: 
can nr Bet vos 1 matter of Inſtruments, 
with that dexterity and nimbleneſs, chat L 
haveoften wondered to tobk upon them,and 
D 2 hear 
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hear ſuch raviſhing Tunes and Airs, which 
our Muſicians are not acquainted with, 
They are not much $killPd in 'Phyſick , 
nor in thoſe Arts, which mens Vices and 
Diſeaſes cauſe the Europeans to inquire in- 
to ; for ſeldom any dittemper. ſeizeth up- 
on them , till they fall away with old age, 
and drop into their graves. I never ſaw 
any deformity amongit them , but ſuch ya- 
ricty of Beauties both in men and women, 
that we were all raviſhed to look upon 
them. Theſe Beauties in the female Sex 
were not pitiful and effeminate, as amongſt 


our women; but accompanied with a great: 


deal of Majeſty, Modeſty, and Gravity to- 
gether. It 1s not poſlible to inſtance all the 
 leveral particulars and inſtances of their 
beality ; for there was as great a variety in 
that excellency of the body, as there is a 
variety and diverſity in the deformity of 
ours in Exrope.'  Sermodas entertained us 
12 our Road with many delightful and ſa- 
tisfying Stories concerning theſe Sevaries. 
But I intend to: repreſent them in the fe- 
yeral Chapters or Heads unto which they 
properly belong. . 

e had in our Journey a ſight of many 


Eagles and Yultures ; but 1 was told ; that- 


they prey vpon nothing but Inſets:: _ 
; or 
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for venemous creatures, there are none to 
be found. They know not what it is to 
live always in fear, to be poyſoned by Aſps, 
Scorpions, Snakes, or to be devoured by 
flying Serpents and Crocodiles, which in 
other Kingdoms ſwallow man and beaſt. So 
that in all reſpects this Country is the hap- 
pieſt, the moſt pleaſant, and abounds with 
lo many neceſlaries to the life of man, that 
it 1s not poſlible to imagine any thing 
more. 

We ſaw many Diamant Rocks in our 
way, with which the Inhabitants imbelliſh 
their Houſes. We ſaw ſome Rocks of Ja- 
ſper, of Sardonyx, of Beryl; and Emerald ; 
for Gold and Silver and Braſs,, they find 
theſe Metals , but rough, as plentifully as 
wz do in other Countries, ſtones. But as 
thzy never make uſe of Money, they refine 
tie Gold for no other purpoſe but to adorn: 
themſelves and their Dwellings, and for 
other civil uſes. Silver they have in great a- 
bundance, and Braſs much more eafie to be 
purified than ours in Exrope or America, be- 
cauſe Nature being hotter and more power- 
ful, performs that in the boſom of the Earth 
'| which belongs to our Refiners to do, and 
fits the Metal for their uſe with a ſmall al- 


teration and labour. All manner of pre- 
D 3 C10US 
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cious Stones are to be found here in the 
High-ways , in fuch abundance , that had 
our Merchants liberty to trade into theſe 
parts, they would bring down the- price of 
Jewels, that they would not be looked upon 
e$ they are for ſuch rich Commodities, The 
Cattle and the Sheep here are far bigger 
and better than ours, and all their tame 
beaſts; but when they want any thing, 
they exchange with one another: and if 
they are not able to purchaſe it in that 
manner, they have all that great love and 
affection for one anather, that they never 
deny things that may benefit the publick 
Society, or any of the Sevarites. There is 
amongſt them ſo much love, {incerity, good 
correſpondence, that no Nation hath the 
like belides themſelves. Hence it 1s, that 
poverty and want are not known amongſt 
them. They are great Lovers of Hoſpita- 
lity, and ſtrive toexcel one another in this 
Vertue. An Example of this we had 1n 
our way to Sevarinde , for in a great Town, 
named Bxbajt;, ten of the Chief men con- | 
tended with one another 1n civil manner 
to have us to lodge at their houſes, which 
I may jultly call Palaces: and to content 
them all we were farced to divide our 
ſelves, and toiaccept of all their kindneſſes; 
| neither

neither could we get away from them in 
a day, they had ſo many new inventions 
and Recreations to retard us till tl e Eve- 
ning, and then they would not ſuffer us to 
depart till the next morning, 

Our firſt ſtage was at Foralar, thirty 
miles from the River , where we met with 
Excellencies and Riches beyond all belict 
and imagination. The next was Fuſt ad, 2- 
bout five and thirty miles from Foralar. The 
third was Brobas, a large City well walled, 
and ſo glorious to the eye when the Sun 
ſhines, that it dazles it. The fourth night 
we reached as far as (rocarambe. The fifth 
we entred into Bubaſts : And the ſixth day 
about noon we were received and welcomed 
into Sevarinde. As ſoon as we were arri- 
ved and entred into the Palace appointed 
for our abode, men and women of all ſorts, 
but of rare and compleat beauty, came in 
to welcome us, bringing with them of the 
Fruits of the Country. Amongit them a 
party of Muſicians, a dozen jn number en- 
tred the Hall, where, we were refreſhing 
our ſelves, and admiring all the Excellen- 
cles before our eyes, and the Divine Beauty 
of thoſe incarnate Angels, the Women of 
that place. At the firſt they ſaluted us 
with a ſhort Speech to this purpoſe in their 

D 4 Own 
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own Language, which was immediately in- 
terpreted to us by a ſtander by in Spaniſh, 
© Welcome, noble Strangers, to our City of 
* Sevarinde, let not your misfortunes and 
© loſſes grieve you, the great Being of Be- 
© ings hath ſent you. to diſcover what I un- 
© derſtand was never known to your World, 
© You ſhall ſee by experience the Genero- 
© ſity and brave minds of the Sevarambsi. We 
© rejoyce to have an occaſion of imitating 
© our bountiful God , and expreſs our Libe- 
©ralities to his Creatures, and our kindneſs 
*to men, though of another World and 
, * Parentage. This brings me and my Com- 

* panions into.this place , and at this time 
© to mitigate your ſorrows , and cauſe you 
*to forget your ſhipwrack and calamity, 
With theſe words he made a grave bow, 
and nodded to the reſt of his Comrades, 
and immediately the Muſick began to play 
ſo ſweetly , that we reckoned our ſelves in 
Heaven, and not tpon Earth. This Sport 
continued about two hours with an inter- 
ruption of other Sports. . We taſted there 
alſo ſome of the .moſt delicious Wines of 
the World ;. they grow not as ours upon 
ſhrubs and ſhort ſtumps, but upon great 
Trees as high as the Cedar and Oak-trees; * 
neither have they any trouble with them 
to 
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to manure or cut them, for the Wine-tree 
brings forth of its own accord plentifully. 
In an Orchard of theſe kinds of Trees about 
the compaſs of an Acre, they have ſome- 
times ten Tun of this rare Wine, as clear as 
Cryſtal , but ſo extraordinary ſtrong and 
pleaſant, that the Yin de la Cindad of Pary, 
nor the Rheniſh, nor Frontiniack, nor Flo- 
rence, nor Canary , nor any other ſorts of 
Wine of Aſia, or Europe are to be com- 
pared to this Divine Nectar , whigh ſo re- 
freſhes Nature , and ſtrengthens the body, 
that the oldeſt perſons in that Country 
ſeem to be but young. Their age 1s diſco- 
verable only by their grey hairs and long 
beards, which they are not to cut by the 
Law of the Land. That evening Sevarminas 
ſent us a Meſſenger to know of our welfare, 
adviſing us to prepare our ſelves for the 
next morning to wait upon him, for he was 
very deſirous toſee us. Sermodas had been 
with him, and had given him an account of 
us,and of our behaviour ſince our landing in 
Sporumbe , and our entrance in Sevarambe, 
At his return to us, after Supper we deſired 
him to give us an exact account of the ex- 
tent of the Dominions of his King Sevar- 
minas, and of the furthermoſt bounds of his 
Empire, In anſwer to your requeſt, ſaid 
TH Sermodas 
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Sermodas to us, I muſt tell you , That we 
have now a Prince. called Sevarminas, li- 
neally deſcended from our wiſe Law-giver 
Sevarias : this is the ſeventh thouſand five 
hundred and ninth King, who hath ſince 
that time reigned in this Land. His Go- 
vernment between the Rivers are three. 
ſcore and five Principalities : the chief are 
Roſtaki in the Welt, Shafjt at: on the North 
towards the Pactifick Sea,Roblarr-on the Eaſt, 
and Manaſti onthe South. Theſe are the 
four principal Parts of the Kingdom com- 
manded by four chief Officers, who are to 
have an inſpe&ion over the other, leſſer Di- 
viſions. Theſe wait upon Sevarminas, and 
are of his Privy Council. The other Chief: 
tains are to reſide in their ſeveral Princi- 
palities, and take care- to do Juſtice, and 
puniſh all Offenders with Baniſhment to 
their ſeveral places appointed for their re- 
treat. Beſides theſe Juriſdiftions within 
the Rivers, there are ſeveral other places 
belonging to Sevarminas , Which acknow- 
ledge him for their Supreme Lord ; but 
they are full of all baniſhed men, Offenders 
of the Law, and Malefaftors. There is the 
Province of the Sporvs, which you have 
ſeen already, commanded by the Noble Ak 
bicormas : the next to us is the Iſland of the 
| FOrnica- 
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Fornicators, whom theſe Sevaramb:i cannot 
endure. Theſe all appear with their rotten 
Nofes and poyſoned Faces, fo that they are 
aſhamed to ſhew themfelves amongſt per- 
fect men. They live in Woods and dark 
Caves,men and women promifcuouſly,with- 
out any regard to their honeſty, which they 
have had no care topreſerve. They have an 
ill-favour*d old Hag for their Governeſs, a 
filthy Bawd, named Bruſtana. Their Coun- 
try affords them many good things, ſo that 
they live without much labour ; but are fo 
deformed and infeftious, that none dares 
venture amongſt them, who hath any re- 
eard to the ſafety of his own perſon or 
Honour. When amonglt the Sevarites any, 
either man or woman, breaks the Law by 
any fuch fleſhly liberty , they are: imme- 
diately ſent over and landed there, from 
whence they cannot poſlibly return, becauſe 
there 1s no Boat dares carry then fronz 
thence. In this place they have a freedom 
to do what they liſt, and to pleaſe them- 
ſelves with the choice of perſons of their 
own diſpoſition and temper without any 
reſtraint. The next Province is that of the 
Knaves, a cunning ſort of men, who are 
all upon catches, continually plotting the 
miſchief of others. When theres 1s the 
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leaſt rr of any fuch perſon in a Pro- 


vince of the Sevaries, they never leave till 
they have found him ont, and ſent him to 
this place, where he is commanded by Ma- 
rabo : when any excels in Knavery, he is 
there promoted in his Court to Offices of 
Honour and Truſt. Theſe have the largeſt 
and belt Province belonging to Sevarminas 
beyond the River ; for they are numerous 
and increaſe daily in number of men and in 
Lands towards the South. They diſpoſleſ. 
ſd another Generation of covetous Raſcals, 
who had been baniſhed from among the 
Sevarambi, and had laid great improvement 
upon their Lands, having built many good 
Towns and Cities. When the Knaves, 
their: Neighbours, had underſtood it, they 
caught it from them,and drove them out of 
it by a Trick, ſending the Covetous to live 
in their Conntry empry of Inhabitants. The 
next. is the Province of diſorderly perſons 
troubled with the diſtempers of diſcontent, 
fury, ambition, and other Vices. Sevarmi- 
as is forced to keep a Guard upon their 
Borders, and to place next to them the 
ſtouteſt and moſt warlike ſouls , for fear of 
a ſudden irruption, There are thirteen 
other large Provinces filled with other kind 
of men ; but 1 forbear to ſpeak of them 

| till 
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till I ſhall give you an account of an attempt 
- which the bordering Provinces made once 
to diſpoſſeſs King Sevarmmas of his Throne, 
and to ſeize upon the Territories of the 
unſpotted Sevarites , who were forced to 
arm themſelves, and drive thoſe diſorderly 
Villains into their own Neſts , where they 
are now confined. Since that time care 
hath been taken to build fach Walls and 
Forts, as that they cannot now ealily paſs 
over to trouble the Peace of the Sevaries. 
| had almoſt forgotten to ſpeak of the large 
Province of Fools, which lies directly 
South from Sevarinde. If any perſon, by 
a miſchance, becomes crack-brain'd or di- 
ſtemper'd with any kind of folly, he is con- 
demned to be tranſported to the Iſland of 
Cracos, where he is to ſpend all his days in 
what Exerciſes pleaſe him beſt. The 
Country affords him all Neceſſaries with- 
out pains : therefore the Fools lead a plea- 
lant life in the Woods and Medows. Be- 
fore we go out of the Kingdom , I will, faid 
Sermodas, beg leave of Sevarminas to have 
a Guard, and viſit the Provinces of Knaves 
and Fools , where you ſhall ſee ſuch Tricks 
and Sports, as you never faw the like. And 
if you deſire to viſit any other part of the 
Kingdom, I will deſire leave from our 
mighty 
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mjghty King , who will take care to pro- 
for your fafety in going and coming. 
or though in this happy Paradiſe there 13 
nothing of evil, all things are anſwerable 
to the excellent and kind nature of the In- 
habitants ; yet round about the Borders in 
the adjoyning lands and Provinces, there 
is as much Diſturbance, War, Tumult, and 
Unquietneſs,as in any part of yourNorthern 
World ; for the Sevarambi have a Law to 
ſend thither all thoſe perſons who deſire to 
cauſe any alteration in their ' Government 
or Manners, or who live not according, to 
the ſtrict Rules which they have received 
from their Forefathers, and which by no 
means they will be perſwaded to change. 
Some of theſe baniſhed men, after a certain 
number of years, and a viſible fign of Re- 
formation , have leave to return, and to be | 
admitted again amongft the Seuarambi; 
but others are fo unquiet and unruly, 
that they are a trouble to themſelves, and 
all that are concerned with them. Theres 
fore our Princes and. Governors wilt not 
admitthem again, for fear they ſhonld're- 
lapſe into the ſame evils, and diſtuxb this 
Kingdom, which for many thouſand years 
hath continued - in peace and proſperity 
withour alteration by the excellent Ln 
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of our Great .and wiſe Sevarsas ; the firſt 
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Monarch of this happy Land.. Hence it is, 
that we never have 'any change of chief 
Governours or Governments , every one 
knows his duty; his place and abilities, and 
is fully fatisfied with the adyantages that 
he expects from thence. Here is no op- 
preſſion nor violence, the leaſt inclination 
of that unnatural diſpoſition + ſends men 
away to the Borders to prevent future miſ- 
chicfs. Neither have the Sevaries that 
wicked cultom of coining Money, and buy- 
ing and ſelling all things with money, the 
root of 'all Northern evils. They will not 
admit of any iuch weed to grow in this 
Land, but things are exchanged for one 
another. And you have ſeen fince your 
entrance, there is ſo great an abundance of 
all good things, that men muſt be lovers 
of wickednefs, that can be evil in the midſt 
of ſuch a plenty of goodneſs where it over- 
flows. But I mult tell you , ſaid Sermodas, 
of one thing more, which cauſfeth us to 
continue 1n peace: we are not ſubject to 
the wicked attempts and temptations of 
any evil Spirit, as you are in the Northern 
World. Thoſe dangerons Imps care not to 
viſit this Southern part ; for they. have been 
fo often caught in the ſnares here, that they 
dread 
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dread the very ſight of the Sevarites, or of 
their Country.. "You, I underſtand, in the 
Northern parts lay moſt of your miſcar- 
riages at the Devils door, who hath a room 
in many of your habitations, and a dwel- 
ling in every place and corner ; but we are 
altogether free from his company and tem- 
ptations. Sometimes it 1s true, . he ſends 
ſome looſe Devils to debauch a. few indil- 
creet perſons, but then we ſend them away 
immediately to their proper places with the 
Fiend in their company. Bur , ſaid Mau 
rice, how can you keep the Devils out of your 
Land? They fly in the empty Air, and go 
by night as well as by day. Sermodas an- 
ſwered, Our eyes are better than yours, 
but the Sevarztes of all men have the moſt 
rehned ſenſes. They can ſee when the 
Spirits come amongſt them ; for this pur- 
poſe there is a conſtant Guard kept in all 
the uſual Roads upon the Borders of the 
Sevarites, four hundred Confpirers, if I may 
ſo call them , are kept in conſtant Pay to 
drive away the Devil with Spells, when he 
ventures to approach upon the Borders, 
They have a particular Art to command 
the evil Spirits, which no man knows but 

themſelves. Ir is true, ſome of the peep-. 


ing and craſty Raſcals creep into this Land 
. through 
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through by-ways out of the uſual Roads; 
but when the Sevarztes catch them , they 
torment them ſufficiently ; and deal with 
them as with Spies, without any compaſli- 
on of them : ſo that they ſeldom retuzn to 
this place again , but by their crnel enter- 
tainment they keep all [their other Com- 
rades from entring in amongſt the - Seva- 
rambi. I know that in your Countries yor 
have not that care nor vigilancy of. your 
ſelves for your own good. Hence it is, 
that-all ſorts of Devils have ſo great an in- 
tereſt in your parts, and that you can icarce 
ſtir, without meeting one or many in your 
way. Befides, this. Country between the 
Rivers bears an aromatick Tree, which 
the Devils cannot endure ;; ſor it ſends up 
into the Air ſuch a itrong ſmell , that they 
are ready to choke when they draw: near 
to a place where it grows, and you ſhall ſet 
that the Inhabitants have been adviſed by 
their wiſe Sevarias , to plant one 1n every. 
Garden and ſide of their Houſes. The Tree 
is named Craſſarabi, and bears a leaf like.a- 
Palm-leaf; but is full of prickles as a Thorn 


4 and Bramble-buſh; The Sevarites have this 
way to torture the poor Devils that nnhap- 


pily fall into their hands: they tye them 
with a Cord inviſtble to you, but yifible to 
 E thems 
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them, anſwerable to the ſubſtance of the 
Devils, which 1s airy, and then bind them 
to this Tree, where they ſlaſn then:with a 
Rod cut out of the branches , which cauſes 
thenz:to how! moſt dreadfally, -” We! may 
cance to give:you a ſight of this aftion., if Þ 
you travel into” the Country towards the 
Borders. Another way they have to'plague 
and impriſon theny ,' by making Gun-pow- 
der, tor when'the Devils come'' into'i a 
Etand,they always draw to that place where 
tiiere 1s. the greateſt:noiſe/and- diſturbance, 
tor..there they imagine they may make a 
good: intereit, Now 'there is no greater 
Nole 1n- this Land+than this of the Gur 
powder , which we make' not as you do in 
Errope;, but with a wheel; as you may ſee, 
4f you travel into the Land. - Sometimes: 
therefore it happens, that the fillieſt of 
them prying too near into the work, either 
to underſtand the-Art,, or to know what 
the. Sevarites are doing, they are many times 
caught by their ears, and I have known 
half .a dozen wound into a grain of Gun- 
powder, and impriſoned fo cloſe, that they 
could not poſlibly get away, till the powder 
took fire. The beſtand ſtrongeſt powder 
hath always ſome of theſe airy Beings ſhut 
up. This cauſeth the deſtruction _ fol- 
ons 
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lows. when Gun-powder takes fire; for 
then the Devils. being releaſed , break out 
with' a vengeance, and tear in pieces all 
that-dare ſtand in their way. The Seva- 
rites have.many other ways to puniſh them 


 for- the inſolences and wickedneſles which 


they 'have committed. in the World ; but 
when I have an opportunity , I. ſhall give 
you an account of that. I could wiſh, ſaid 
Mazxrice , that our Country-men in Europe 
knew how to deal with theſe fabtle Crea- 
tures, and how to be revenged:for the con- 
cinual.. wrongs which they daily receive 
from their malice and evil ſuggeſtions. It 
is a queſtion, ſaid 1, whether many of them 
would make nſe of that Art, if they knew 
it; for a great many are ſo pleaſed with 
their company 'and ſuggeſtions ,. that they 
ſzek them rather, :than to endeavour to be 
rid of them. Well, fatd Sermodas, let thety 
be in love with their own miſchief and 
danger, the Sevarites are feldom taken and 
deceived by their allurements : and if at 
any time they are carricd to any, wicked- 
neſs, they are baniſhed ; and if. the Devil 
be caught , he is ſevercly tortured. This 
zcod order and many others, when I ſhall 
ſpeak to you of their Laws , preſerves-hap- 
pineſs, peace, and proſperity in this Coun- 
try. E 2 This 
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This Diſcourſe pleaſed us well, and -can- 
ſed us to intreat Sermodas .to take ' {ome 
other time to inform us of the Laws of the 
Sevarues, We asked him ſeveral other 
queſtions concerning their Government: 
within the Rivers, concerning. their: Cu: 
ſtoms and Tributes, and whether all the 
Country. was ſo. happy and rich as: that 
which we had already beheld. He anſwe- 
red to all: queſtions ſo exactly, that we 
thought. our ſelves much obliged to him for 
his ſingular:favour. : He was well! acquaint: 
ed with all things, for he had been imploy- 
ed about the Afﬀairs of Sevarminas _ 
his infancy, and was often ſent.to carry the 
Tribute to his Court. He told us, that. 
the Kings Revenues were certain, and that 
from all parts men brought to him all ſorts 
of Necellaries for' him and his numerous 
Court. That he never had any need to de- 
mand more, for his Expences were as re- 
gular as.his Incomes ; and that if he ſhould 
want any thing more, there. is none of his 
Subjects, from the meaneſt tothe higheſt, 
but would think himſelf highly honoured, if 
he would accept of all that they have. But 
as he is a great Lover of Juſtice and Equi- 
ty, heis content with the ancient Reverſi- 
ons of the Provinces, which are ſufficient 
to 
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to cauſe him and his Court to live in great 
abundance and extraordinary Splendour, 
which all the Sevarres looked upon as their 
greateſt Glory. Sevarminas, ſaid he,-is a 
middle-aged man, and hath reigned in this 
place twenty two years, with the general 
love of all his Subjefts. He is adored by 
us all as our viſible. God. His Fathers 
name was Seravsno, a Prince of an extracr- 
dinary Beauty ; he reigned amongſt us thir- 
ty years, and mightily inlarged the Palace 
and Dwelling of the Kings x this Country. 
You ſhall ſee to morrow a place which hath 
not its parallel on Earth for Riches and 
humane Glory , and you ſhall ſee a Prince 
and ſuch noble Attendants, that your eyes 
never looked upon any thing, nor perſons | 
more deſerving admiration. After this 
diſcourſe, Sermodas Ied us all to our Cham- 
; bers, where we had all things convenient 
Þ for us, and ſhewing us 110 a great wide room 

. bung with Cloth of Gold , each mans Bed 
of embroidered Silver for him to reſt til! 
the next morning, he took his leave of vs, 
and bid us good nighr.,; We reſted very 
ſweetly withont any diſturbance; till.the 
next morning , when a Concert of Muſick. 
in the next Chamberawakened us.  Sermp- 
das opened firſt our: doop,? and cotred-gur 
E 3 Room; 
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Room , deſiring ns to get up and put on 
the Apparel which he had brought to us, 
Whiles we were dreſling- of our ſelves, a 
Meſſenger came from King Sevarmimas to 
haſten us away, becauſe he intended to give 
vs Audicnce, and thento take ſome Recrea- 

tion before Dinner. "At the time of our 
appearance he- appointed ten Senators of 
his City, men of great Gravity and Worth, 

to attend upon vs, and lead us to him. We 
were conducted through the Streets full of 
Sevarites, who ſeldom lee Strangers in thoſe 
parts. Their ' curioſity «cauſed . them to 
throng together to look upon us : we 
marched thus about half a mile through 
the moſt ſplendid places, and bad the fight 
of ſo many rare objects, that the World 
cannot afford the like. The number of 
Jewe's and precious Stones , the quantity 
of Gold, Silver, the excellency of the Stru- 

Ctures, Arches, "Palaces, and Temples. dedi- 

cated to their God, are beyond all credit 
and imagination of men. But nothing 
{rrpriſed us fo much as to lock upon the 
Royal Court and the glory of it. It ſtands 
pon a'ſmallFiſing incompaſſed about with 
a deepRiver, and walled three times round 

with ſquare ſtones cut-out of a Diamant. 


Rock about ſix as. ane and potiſhed ” 
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well, that at the firſt approach our eyes 
could not endure the brightneſs of the place 
when the Sun ſhines clear without a cloud. 
Some other precious Stones were intermix- 
ed of green and red colours , but all tranf: 
parent. There was but one entrance over 
the River by a Bridge. The firſt Gate was 
full of Ivory Pillars and Supporters, and 
embelliſhed with large ſtones, black and 
white' Marble. Round about in the void 
ſpace were delicate Walks, and Gardens 
full of ſtrange forts of Trees, ſome yellow, 
others green, ſome black, others white, and 
ſhewing to the eye ſuch a variety of beau- 
tiful colours, that it is the moſt glorious 
Proſpect of the World. The fecond Wall 
was all of a red ſtone , but bright and ſhi- 
ning. The third and innermolt Wall was 
as white as Snow , like to ou- Alabaſter, 
but of a ſtone which is not to be found in 
any part of the Northern World. In the 
empty places round about between'”the 
Walls, grew all manner of Trees for plea- 
ſure or profit, with ſome that are nor to be 
ſeen elſewhere. The Kings Palace ſtood 
within theſe three Incloſures, having 
round about it a large Green with ſeveral 
Walks of ſandy Gold and ftarely Images 
of Alabaſter and Porphyry, repreſenting 
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all manner of ſhapes, as beaſts, birds, and 
men in molt actions of their life. Theſe 
Images ſtood -upon Bales of Saphir, and 
the Images were all made of a tranſparent 
hard ſtone as clear as Cryſtal. You may 
imagine, that at our firſt entrance, the Sun 
ſhining in its greateſt brightneſs upon 
tiiem, we were Caſt into a ſudden ma'e, and 
ſurp:ifed at the unexpected view of ſo ma. 
ny glorious things. The Palace was per. 
fectly round, with four long. Galleries 
' reaching from ſide to fide, and as many 
Gatcs. It was built of precious Stones, of 
all forts and ſizes : the Tyling was of Gold 
and Silver , and the inſide was ſo curiouſly 
wrought, and ſorich, that it is nat to be 
imagined nor believed, if I ſhould here de- 
clare every particular. The King fate in 
an empty Court in the middle of his Palace, 
under a beautifyl Gallery inriched with all 
manner of Jewels; round about him on the 
right and left ſtood his Caunſellors and, 
Attendants : his Seat was a Throne of fix 
ſteps, over which there was a Canopy of 
State , before it were {1x Baſes upon which 
ſtood {ix Lions rampant of a red itone.. To 
this place we were conducted by Sermoda 
and the Ten Grandees, and led to the foot 
of the Throne, where we were taught to do 
our 
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pur Obeiſance upon our. knees. / The King 
' had a rich Crown upon his Head , and a 


Scepter in his right Hand , and fate in a 


great deal'of Majeſty and Glory. Sermodas 


adviſed me to ſpeak to the King, as ſoon 
as we had paid him that reſpeft which was 
due to his-Perſon and place. Therefore I 
itood up, and addreſſed my ſelf to him in 


this manner in the French Tongue , which 


he underſtood well : * Moſt glorious and 
* mighty Prince, you ſee before you poor 
* Strangers caſt upon yourCoaſts by a ſtorm, 
* which I know not how to name , happy 
or unhappy; for fince our Arrival in yout 
Land, we have met with ſo many civilities 
* and expreſſions of kindneſs from your lo- 
© ving Pcople, that we have already recei- 
©ved a compenſation for the loſs of our 
Ships and Goods. We are come here to 
* adore your Majeſty in obedience to your 
© Commands, and to receive from you thoſe 
fOrders, which we ſhall punftually follow. 
* We doubt not but according to your won- 
f derful clemency, your Majeſty will look 
* with compaſſion upon ſuch objetts of pity 
*as Providence hath made us, and to raiſe 
tus up from our hard and low Fortune, As 
*all things that we have hirkerto met with 
fin your noble Ringgom, are beyond all 
* belief 
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<b&hef and credit,: we-are perſwaded that 
© the:King of ſo glorious a Land, muſt needs 
£ have Vertues as: extraordinary and: Di- 
«vine; We- humbly - ſubmit -our ſelves 
© therefore t9yonr Majeſties Wiſdom and 
© Mercy , and that when we ſhall have per- 
* formed what your Majeſty ſhall think fit 
© to require from us, you would;out of your 
©compallion and goodneſs, ſuffer us to de- 
© part into our own Countries, that we may 
© ſpread abroad all over the World the 
*Riches, the Excellency, and Wealth of 
© this earthly Paradiſe, and the noble Ver- 
© tues of your molt Glorious Majeſty , and 
© publiſh your Fame where-ever the Sun ap- 
© pears with his beams of Light. Sevarms- 
nas ſeemed to like our perſons. and our 
Speech, to which he returned this Anſwer: 
That he .had ſent for us, not to 'offer any 
injury to:our perſons : Thar he who was a 
Lover of Juſtice amongſt his own Subjects, 
could not. do injuſtice to Strangers : That 
the Sevarrtes in general were of a. Civil be- 
haviour, and inclinable to pity the miſerics 
of other men.z but that he had given ftrict 
Orders to have a care of: our perſons, and 
facnjſh us with all that we ſhould want. He 
told us, : That not only the curioſity of ſec- 
ing us', who were:come out of remote Na- 
y-1ho0t © tions, 
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tions, farmons for their induſtry and wit, 
had cauſed-himto ſend for us to diſcourſe 
with:us , and underſtand our Cuſtoms and 
Manners; but alſo to diſcover to us his 
Kingdom and the Riches of it, that we 
might report it. in our on Lands, and in- 
courage ſome to venture to trade with his 
People : That for that purpoſe he would 
appoint a place or an Iſland in the Pacifick 
Sea, where all the Commodities and Riches 
of the Sevarambz ſhould be tranſported, be- 
cauſe the ancient Laws, as well as the good 
and preſervation of his Ringdoms Peace, 
Vertues, and Innocency, fſuftered him nor 
to admit all manner of Strangers into. his 
Borders : That he had received a good re- 
port of us, which inclined him the more 
to ſend for us, and that he hoped that our 
converſation and behaviour would be an- 
ſwerable to his cxpectation , and the kind- 
neſs that 1e would ſhew. After this, he 
inquired of our Country, how long we had 
been from it, who commanded 1a Chief, 
what Commadiries we had of any requeſt, 
what Arts and Sciences of any uſe to the 
life of man. To all theſe particulars, and 
many-athers., I gave him full fatisfaCtion. 
So: that-z'as a- gratification , he ſent for a 
Box: of-:Jewels:, which he beſtowed: upen 
24: us, 
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us, together with Collars of Gold and Am- 
bergrieſe, which he wiſhed us to wear 
whiles we ſhould remain in that Country, 
After we had continued with him about 
an hour, he roſe up from his Throne , and 
commanded Zidi Parabas , the Maſter of 
his Ceremonies, to lead us to Lodgings 
provided- for us in his own Palace, and 
Zids Marlorat his Chancellor and chief Mi- 
niſter, to diſcourſe with us about a Trade, 
and the means to open it with us. During 
our abode in thoſe parts, we had ſeve- 
ral meetings with him, and aflured him, 
that the Dutch Nation would be overjoy'd 
to meet with ſo civil a People , ſo ſociable 
and amiable, and that they would quickly 
embrace the firſt motion of a Trade with 
them. We extolled our home-Commodi- 
ties, and ſhewed what adyantage they 
would reap by a converſation with us ; but 
the Chancellor told me, That ſuch as I was 
ſhould have liberty to enter into their Bor- 
ders; but Ruffans and Raſcals of an ill 
life could not be admitted by the Laws of 
their Land. Yet they ſhould have leave to 
trade in Sporumbe, and-in the I{lands; which 
Sevarminas would appoint ' for | that pur- 
poſe; but that none of the Sevarirtesf ſhould 
gothither , unleſs it be ſach-baniſhed men 
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as are ſendaway for their 'miſ{lemeanours, 
-I replied- to him, That if he would keep 
away from thence ſuch as are baniſhed out 
of Sevarambe for their Knavery, we would 
trade with all the reſt; for we and all our 
Country-men had. rather deal with honeſt 
men than with Knaves. Atlaſt it was con- 
cluded to'prevent the inconveniencies on 
both ſides;::That all the_Dutch ſhould land 
amongſt the Sporvz, and in an Iſland that is 
at the mouth of the great River Rocara in 
the Pacifick Sea, about an hundred and thir- 
ty Lagues from the Streights of Aagellan. 
This {ſland is peopled with a generation of 
men deſcended from the Sevarites, and ba- 
hniſhed out of the Country for their inordi- 
nate:love of women and men. There are 
three good Towns belonging to it, and a 
capacious Harbor for Ships of the greateſt 
burden. I acquainted the Chancellor with 
our Art of Navigation, with many other 
knowledges which the Europeans uſe with 
great profit and advantage to their King- 
doms. He ſeemed to be well ſatisfied and 
mightily pleaſed with the account 1 had 
given him. Whiles Sevarmmas was gone 
to hunt and ſport himſelf , Sermodas and 
Zias Parabas led us round about the Gak 
keries and Walks, ſhewing us the rare Fiſh. 


ponds, 
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ponds, the ſtately Orchards, the riches and 
aty of the Buildings, and all things 
round about, which cauſed usito'wonder; 
and ſtand many times in a maze.-: The Art 
of-Painting 1s here alſo., and the Sovarires 
excel in thet skill. Therefore the Galleries 
and generally all the Palace of Sevarminay, 
was adorned -with many lively-Repreſenta- 
tions. eHarrice, who was an'excellent 
Painter, admired: ſome Pictures, and told 
us, that he thought they could not be made 
but by a Divine. hand. The Sevaries are 
excellent-in Geometry and Aſtrology, They 
have differing names for all the Stars that 
appear in their Hemiſphere , and under: 
ſtand perfectly well all their Motions and 
Vertues. As ſoon as we returned'from 
6ur pleaſant Walk , we met with Sevarmu 
24s about dinner-time returned from his 
Hunting, whereof I ſhall giye this ſhort a& 
count, for this Sport is not like to ours; 
The Sevaritgs hunt not with Dogs, but with 
tame Foxes, of an extraordinary (wiftneſs j 
they hunt Rabbets, Hares, Deer; and all 
other wild beaſts are hunted with tame 
Leopards. In the morning that the Kng 
intends to ſee this Sport , the chief Hunt 
man hath orders tg prepare all things for 


the diverfion, twenty Leopards are then let 
looſe 
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looſe ina wide Park, where the wild beaſt 
is brought, The King” and all his Nobles 
are mounted ypon their plorious Mules , of 
beautiful colours, with Trappings of Silver” 
and Gold , adorned with precious Stories. 
The Leopatds, | at the'ſight of the Lion or | 
the Bear , draw near to him by degrees; 
ind taking their opportunity, they run to 
him. When he feels himſelf overpowet- 
ed, he ſeeks his ſafety in his heels, and alt 
the'Mules gallop after him. Tammnot able 
to repreſentall the various aCtions and de- 
lights: that are here expreſſed to the Be- 
hoMers eyes ; but this kind of Hunting'is 
much eſteemed by the Sevarites), and'none 
have theliberty to makewſe of it, but che 
King*a14 'forne of the prime Nobles; fot 
it isa Royal Sport , and gives much fatiſ- 
faction tothe Spectators. ' Sevarmimas” at 
his retnrn entred into his Palace, act6ftipa- 
nied with all his Servants, in very rich At- 
tire: ſome of them came ani ſpoke to'us in 
the Spaniſh Tongue, :and bid us welcome 
into'their Country. 'We' anſwered "their 
Civilities with” reſpect, -and followed the 
Train of Sevarminas that walked two and 
two'mto the Palace, into a great Hall an 
hundred yards in length, and as many in 
breadth \ where Tables were ready Os 
| , WITH 
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with all manner of curious Dainties, of all 
orts.  Sevarminas and his Queen , with. 
three of his Sons, and ſix of his Daughters, 
{ate down at a Table, which ſtood at the 
upper end, raiſed a little above the reſt, un- 
der a large.Canopy ſhining with Gold and 
precious Stones, of an ineſtimable- yalue, 
As ſoon as they were fate down, the Muſic 
in the Galleries round about began to pliy- 
ſuch raviſhing Tunes, that we Europear. 
were aſtoniſhed. Sermodas and Zids. Para: 
bas invited us to it down at a Table not far 
from that of Sevarminas, To tell. you of 
all the Glory and State we beheld , 'the 
ſweetneſs of the Wines, the various Servi- 
ces, and the dainty Meats, of'the excellent 
and raviſhing Sights, 1reckon it impoſlible, 
[could fill up a Volume of thoſe things 
that. were then preſented ro our lenſes; 
To..many and ſuch variety of objects , rare 
and wonderful, appeared before us, that 
when Zids Parabas ; 144 uk we were plea- 
ſed with them, he inquired of us , whether 
we had any ſuch Delights in £xrope. I an- 
. ſwered, That the pleaſures and delights of 
the Europeans are many and curious, but 
they are not to be compared to what we 
then ſaw. One of the Table inquired of us 


about ſome qther particulars ; keen - 
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"x a Learned Philoſopher, .he:-propoſed 


s ſeveral learned Queſtions relating 16 
Nature of things.. Every one had 1i- 
berty'to ſpeak. his mind and qndgment. 
After all , he declared his apinion £with-a 
repetition of what every -one hadfpoken, 
and then added his.own folation with that 
Learning and Gravity ,” that I never heard 
the like, This to me and. Marnrice was al- 

- moſt as good as the Mulick and Meats ; for 
at Table it is a modern as welb as. ancient 
delight to feed the mind with rate inſtru- 
(tions, as well as. the body with meat and 
drink. After Dinner. Zidi Parabas went 
to wait upon Sevarmins , and underſtand 
his pleaſure. When he was returned to 
us again, he brought us up to Sevtrminas, 
who was then fitting on: his Throne with 
his Qneen Latidzat his'right hand, and.his 
Daugnters and-his Sons- on. the: left, She 
was the. moſt beautiful Creature! that I 
ever beheld, We paid them our. refpeCts 
according to the mode. of theic Country; 
To pleaſe Queen Larida, Sevarminvas asked 
ns many” quettions-in Spanith;z a Eangnz 
which ſhe inderitood ; after; all. they ſeemed 
to'be well fatished,  Sevurmas ſents alt 
Gitts:and Prefents:di digreat yalue,. When 

I was returnedints Earope, I fold the ow 
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and other Rarities , which the King 
Queen .beſtowed upon me , for above 
m 


ions of Gold. Afaurice and the re | 


my Companions had Gifts according to 
their Qualities, We had Orders to walk 
about the City, and take a view of the Ra- 
rities of that wonderful place. To ſpeak 
truth , every thing, if it were in our own 
Country, would feem a rarity. , I never 
beheld fo much Glory and Riches, nor ſuch 
beautiful  objets, nor ſuch gravity , and 
comely Perſonages fo full of Majeſty and 
goodneſs. They were ſo far from iſcorn- 
ing or-contemning us that were Strangers, 
that they ſeemed they could not too much 
honour and reſpect us; for Sevarminas had 
ven that ſtrict Order , to = ns all the 
atisfaction that we could defire. 

Zids Parabas led us to their publick 
Halls coo beautiful Streets, paved with 
many. tranſparent ſtones, When we en- 
tred into them, we ſaw their Court of Ju- 
dicature. On both fides were the Lawyers 
Cells or little Cloſets. Theſe are a certain 
number of men , who:are locked up as Pri 
foners! in this place , and not ſuffered to 
range up and down the City, for fear theys 
ſhould infect the reſt of men with their idle 
notions and Quirks. They are _ all

67 
kept, the Judges only excepted, as our mid 
ps craſie rd in Exrope , are Confined to 
Bedlams,and as the wild beaſts to their Jens; 
for by this Policy they preſerve. the City in 
quiet. When we were in their yaſt Hall, arid 
heard ſome entring in, they looked all to ſee, 
whether we were fit for their ttirn, whe- 
ther we had committed forhe offence that 
deſerved puniſhment ; bot wheti they faw 
that we viewed: that place only out of cn- . 
rioſity, they fneaked all in again, and would 
nor ſo much as look wpon vs all the time 
that-we were there, tilt the Trutnper began 
to ſound, and the Judge fate upon his Seat. 
Then came in a comm of Sevarites lead- 
ing a young Girl that had fortgotrei her ſelf, 
and given hberty to a puny Fellow to play 
the wag with her. They had both of them 
great punches of fleſh rOWing Leon their 
Noſes and Foreheads, whith came up in the 
very aft. As ſoon as their Neighbours had * 
deheld this ſaperfluity, they naderſtood the 
crime, and took hold of thern both to bring 
them to this Tribunal. The Lawyers, hike 
Bees, ſwarmed ronnd about, all the petty 
Attorneys, Clerks, Bailifls , Sergcants, de- 
my-Sergeants, Pleaders, Sollicicors, Proba- 
tioners, &c. and ſich a gang of them, that 
Fpitied the poor Couple co fall into' their 
vo F 2 uynmerci- 
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unmerciful hands, Amongſt the Sevarites 
in, eyery City.they have. a Hall or 2.C% 
vent of theſe perſons, whom they all eſteem 
' no better than Butchers and Executioners, 
They have not that honour as amongſt us in 
 Extope, nor that eſteem-of honeſt men, with 
which many of them cozen our World. 
Zidi Parabas made me get up to hear their 
Pleading , bur L underſtood not their Lan- 
gnage, otily Sermogdas gave me an account 
of ſome_ paſſages, The crime was not to 
be denied, which cauſed them both to.look 
aſhamed, becauſe they had. forgotten all 
honeſty, afid loſt their honour. The Judge 
gsked them many queſtions, All the cruel 
Lawyers cryed to puniſh her with death, 
becauſe ſhe.had not given them any thing 
to plead for. her ; but- the young man had 
got a' bawling Lawyer to ſpeak for him 
when hiscrime came to be examined ; but 
alt would not do ;+he would have made the 
Judge believe, that this Excreſcence in his 
face was only a natural deformity proceed- 
ing from fome other inward cauſe, and not 
from Luſt, But the Judge-, a wiſe and 


brave, man, of the Court of Sevarminas, 


convinced him of his errour, and made him 
at laſt confeſs, that the Girl had inticed 
him with her bewitching Looks. In-cons

cluſion of the Tryal, 'the lecherous couple

gined, for their forgetfulneſs. 1 tok no 
great delight amongſt 'the Lawyers; for I 
looked- upon this place as the Hell in the 
mid{t of the-earthly Paradiſe of the Seve 
rites. After theſe two Fornicators had been 
judged-and condemned to perpetual bamſh. 
ment, where nevertheleſs they live'in'great 


| plenty , there was brought before * the 


Judge a Thief, a ſneaking Fellow, differing 
in looks, @ well as in manners, from 'the' 


| reſt of the Sevarambi. The Judge , whoſe 


name was Zids Mornſco, commandethim 


| to be examined ' before him by'a crafty 
|Lawyer, And it was proved plain agamit” 
| him , that he had- ſtole ſome Jewels and 


Gold from his Neighbour , with ſome Gar- 
ments of Cloth of Silyer, covered over with 


| precious Stones; of a great value. The Fel- 


lows countenance ſ1nce this deed was migh- 
tily changed ; for every wicked aCtion, 


| cſpecially amongſt the Sevarires , alters the 
| countenances of-men, "The Eyes being the 


windows of the Soul , through themir dii- 
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covers all the inward thoughts, fears, ap- 
prekenſions, and diſpleaſures that rowl jn 
the breaſt. Beſides, the Thieves have here 
in this Copatry a mark, which immediately 
appears [ypvn their Chins and Checks, 8 
black ſpot very ugly to the eye. This Fel- 
low alſo was adjudged unworthy to live 
any longer amongſt the religious Sevarites, 
I asked Sermodas, why the Sevarambs ſuffe- 
rgd the Lawyers, who 1 told him in our 
Country , . were generally none of the beſt 
men in the World :: What! ſaid be, have 
you any there ? Yes, ſaid I, to our ſorrow, 
we cannot be quiet for them. Captain, 
replied he, I muſt tell you, were it pot for 
theſe Fellows , the Sevarites wamld not be 
able 19 live ſo quict as they do; nor fo in- 
nocent as in all ather Countries: fear as well 
as ſhare mult keep men inawe, and in the 
pe: formance of their duties to their Negh- 
bours and Superiours. . And though men 
are not here fo inclinable to wickedneſs as 
in Exrope , becauſe they proceed from ano. 
ther ſtock and generation of men ; yet the 
Pleaſures of the Copntry, together with the 
inticements of ſome ſubtle Devils, whom 
we cannot always perceive, many may be 
brought tq do what is contrary to Law, 
Reaſon , Equity, and Juſtice, It is EG 
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fore for the publick Good, that theſe men 
are living amongſt vs. And though they 
are as bad as thoſe whom they plead a- 
gainſt, they are here confined in theſe and 
ſuch like Cells, where there is a publick 
proviſion made for them , to keep them 
from running up and down to breed diſtur- 
bances. Such amongſt them as are honeſt, 
good, and merciful men , are highly eſtee- 
med, but they are very rare; and if they 
were known to be honeſt and good men 
amongſt the Lawyers, the reſt wonld not 
ſuffer them to come near the Bar, but would 
baniſh them out of their Society , and de- 
prive them of all manner of Pra&tice and 
liberty of Pleading. The greater Knaves 
they are, the more eſteemed' amongſt the 
Lawyers, though leſs valued by the reſt of 
the Sevarites, Therefore, to keepup their 
credit amongſt both, is a hard Chapter, and 
not to be done without ſome kind of difli- 
mulation on ſome fide, With that he 
pointed at a great fat Fellow , who ſtood 
up in Court to fee and Took for his Clients : 
Do you ſee, faid he, that Knave? Do you 
fee him ? I turned my eyes towards him,and 
beheld him ſtedfaſtly , and asked what he 
was : He is, ſaid Sermedas, one of the chief 
Attoraies of > a cunning Fey, 
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hisname is Rekrap, a wicked Villain, and, 2 


great: Oppreſlor -of poor Fellows that fall 


into. his hands, After the Court had,cxa- 
mined and tryed all the Cauſes, the Law- 
yers departed to their Nens; and Zzat Pa- 
eabas taking me by the hand, led me to the 
Shambles of the City .,; and ta view;all the 
Excellkencjcs of thet:»Ngble place. , As I 
was paſſing one of their, Temples, Liptreat- 
£& him to give. me a, ſight. of that which [ 
Judged tobe a Rarity, or rather full of Ra- 
. Tikics%;- {or it was fo glorious without, thak 
I could, not bur. thigx that the infide was 
jar more rich and ſplendid. Zzdi Parahas 
mage-ſgme difhcylry, to- yield to, my, re- 
queſt z" but Sermodas perſwaded him tg 
grant itat laſt, when he had-asked me ſomg 
queſtions concerning the Religion of opr 
Country : Are you not, {aid he, dehled with 
Idolatry,,..1 mean with the Worſhipping of 
Images; for I mult tel] you , that this, is a 
preatahomination amongſt the Sevarambi, 
_ WehavepPictures and Images in our Hou- 
ſes, but none in our Temples : we adore a 
great and-glorious Being , the Creator,and 
Author ;qt,this earthly Paradiſe; he is an 
infinite.Spirit, not to be confined within 
cur walls therefore our Temples are open 
Caihetop, whin we are at our D:votionsg, 
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He is not to be.likened to any outward 
Image orRepreſentation; therefore our ever 
bleſled Sevarias commanded ys to have no 
Images in'our Temples, nor to liken God 
to any Creature or. Repreſentation viſible 
to the eye. If therefore you. have never 
diſhonopred your {ſelf with ſuch kind of 
practices, you may be admitted to ſee and 
walk in our Temples. I thanked him for 
his kind condeſcenſion, and aſlured him, 
that; cthough,it was a wickedneſs that many 
Nations in Europe were, guilty, of, yet -vuy 
Country-men abominate ſuch kind . of fol4 
lies, and that for my own particular I never 
was of that Religion which allows of Ido- 
latry and Worſhipping of Images... When 
| he underſtood this, he walked to the great 
Gate of the chief Temple , . where he met 
with a grave Pricſt ſtanding at the door, 
ynto whom he declared our hulineſs : the. 
Prieſt rook me bythe hand, and in Spaniſh 
told me , that I ſhould ſee the Temple of 
his God. I walked round, and ſaw.lo ma-- 
ny glorious Sights and ſuch extraordinary 
Riches , that all Ezrope tagether cannot 
produce the like, The Prieſts name was 
Ziribabdas. 1 deſired him to tell me ſome- 
thing of the Religion of the Country , and 
of their Manfiers : tor that purpoſe Za 
< Parabas 
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Parabas took me by the hand, and led me 
to a by-place much like a Chancel , where 
when we were all ſate down, in Niches of 
beaten Gold in the Wall, Ziribabdas began 
his Diſcourſsin this manner : I perceive you 
are a ſtranger to this Country and to the 
Cuſtoms of the Sevarites, I know not what 
Religion yon have in your Country , nor 
what thoughts you have of the Great God, 


who hath made us all ; but I hope none of 


you are guilty of the foul fin of —_ 
ping of Images, which we hear is univerſal. 
ly practiſed by the Emropeans. 1 anſwered 
him, That there were a great many Nations 
who did abominate and hate ſuch praCtices 
as well as the Sevarites, Well, ſaid he, in 
regard you are free from that vice and baſe- 
neſs, 1 will ſhew you a great many Sacred 
Curioſities of this Temple, which you have 
not yet ſeen, and I will give you a brief 
account of our Religion in this Country. 
You muſt therefore know, that we acknow- 
ledge but one only Great God , Maker of 
all things, Lord of Heaven and Earth, who 
ſendeth us all thoſe good things that we 
jnjoy : Reaſon teacherh to worſhip and 
_ him for his goodneſs and innumera- 

le mercies. For that purpoſe we have 
Schools erected in eyery corner of this City 
% Q 
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to train up Youth , and teach them the 
Principles of Religion. All perſons are 
obliged twice every week to aſliſt at ovr 
publick Devotions, which are Songs made 
to Praiſe our God, with Inſtruments of Mu- 
ſick : we lmave alſo Prayers, which 1 and 
my Brethren offer for the profperity of Se- 
varminas and of his Royal Family, - Once 
a year every perſon 1s obliged ro preſent 
ſomething upon a Table, which ſtands in 
the middle of this and other Temples, as a 
token of gratitude to God: now this thing 
is always the richeft and beſt beloved thing 
that he hath. By this means every one 
ſhews, that his affeftion for God is greater 
than for any thing elſe. Religion amongſt 
us is the moſt ſacred thing, and whatſoever 
belongs to: Religion is highly valued b 
every one. There is the greateſt -reſpe 
ſhewn to religious pexſons and rehgious 


things amongſt all the Squares, you ſhall 
not hear Oaths and Blaſphemies , 


and Damning. The Rules of good living 
are regiſtred is- the Book of our Law giver 
Sevarias; and ſince that time we ate all fo 
addicted to it, and all our Generations ſo 
uſed and trained up in .our obedience to 
theſe Laws, that very few perſons offer to 
break or violate them : and if at any time 
any 
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any fuch be,:he is carried away and baniſh. 
ed znto the- Iſlands : by this means peace; 
plenty., 'and good manners are here to'be 
ſeen-every where, and men take not the 
liberty to do what they liſt. But the Rules 
of Reaſon are commonly obſerved . by all 
. the. Sevarites in; their behavionr-and acti- 
ons : ſo that you ſhall not ſee any thing of 
Drunkenneſs, Gluttony, Quarrelling, Mur- 
ders, and Villanies. committed ſcarce in. a 
whole year all .over the Empire. But: for 
our. better Government in matters. of Re- 
ligion , beſides'out King, who 1s the chiet 
Moderator in-all diſputable matters, we 
have-thirty: Chieftains under. fix principal 
Heads, who are always at the Court attend 
19g-upon,our.Prince;: Theſe thirty: live in 
their, Precins,; ant -Juriſdictions, having 
ynder-them.ſach as: have the care: of and 
inſpetian [aver every. Town; and Hamlet. 
Wehaye beſides, publick Mectings and AC: 
ies to conſult: abont matters 'of high: 
nt; Now thete is ſuch an excellent 


ifjay. Peace both. 4n. Divine and Civil At- 
fairs;and there is: no jarring, diſpurations, 
anddiſſenſons ,..as amonglt you in Europe, 
byt:4 bleſſed concord and agreement.

of. his days in hghting with: the Lions, Jac- 
cals, wild Dogs, Bears , and fſach like furi- 
ous Creatures. By this means you ſhall ſee 
we-preſerve peace and quiet both in Church 
and State... But that our Governors might 
not act in an' arbitrary way, we ſuffer no 
mans Will to be a Law, but that of our glo- 
rious Sevarminas and his lawful Snccefſors; - 
but for the reſt of all our Governors , 
have Rules and Laws to att by: in all occa- 
ſions : neither can they do any thing with. 
out the cohfent, advice, and concurrence 
of other wife men appointed for. that- pur- 
poſe. For our Belief, I muſt tell yon, we 
know and are tavght by Nature as well as 
by the Works of our great Sevarias, that 
God created all things: in-Heaven and 
Earth : That in the beginning this Paradife 
{ſtood in another part of the World ; but 
when 'men began to abvſe: thoſe good 
things that. it affords, it was: tranſported 
hither upon the ſhoulders of Ange!s , = 
| al 
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all the Trees planted here, where they have: 


increaſed : and that becaufe the firſt Gene. 


ration of men was corrupt and wicked,. 


there was another man and woman made 
to inhabit here , and to live in this bleſſed 
Kingdom. We betieve,, that when we 
come to dye, our Souls being of a ſpiritual 
ſubſtance, fiyup tothe Firmament, where 
they reſt till a certain time be appointed 
to joyn them-again together. Now our bo- 
dies decay not as yours, we lay them in pla- 
ces where they contiane thouſands of years 
without any alteration. I ſhall ſhew you 
our Sepvulichres, and that of our Kings, 
where yon may fee all the Princes who have 
overned in thefe happy ng ſince the 
mning of the World, as freſh as if they 
were yet all alive. 

We believe, that when oor bodies and 
Souls ſhall be again zoyned, your generation 
and ours ſhall be received together into a 
place appointed for us, fuch I mean of yout 


as are honeſt and good men z. but for the 


reſt of yon, I know not whatyou are fit for, 
unleſs it be to be caſt into the Sea ,, or ba 
aiſhed to'a loneſom place, where they triny 
live without. doing harms. We believe 
that there are good , and evil Spirits above 
as, aud thatthe:Sun, Moon, and Stars be 
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{foll of Creatures anſwerable.to their light 
and beauty. We believe, that when this 
[generation ſhall be tranſported ſomewhere 
elſe, other Creatures ſhall ſucceed us in 
this Paradiſe , and in other parts of the 
World. We have many things that we 
believe ; but I muſt tell you, that our rea- 
ſon directs us, and rules our judgments in 
all matters of Faith as well as practice ; only 
ſome things of a ſublime nature, which our 
knſes cannot attain to, we muſt ſubmit 
to the Wiſdom Of our Sevarias , who had 
them by Inſpiration from the Angels, with 
whom he had a familiar acquaintance, and 
therefore his body is not to be found in 
the- Sepulchre of our Kings ; but. it- 1s 
thought they took him with them into the 
place appointed for their abode, and that 
there he lives with them without fear of 
death , in expectation that all his Poſterity 
ſhould come to him. But you muſt & 
notice, That ſuch of our Generation as 
[baniſhed for their miſdemeanors , will be 
admitted one day to. the fame happineſs, if 
they bear patiently their puniſhment , and 
are. forry for their wickedneſs; but ſuch 
alſo,muſt be purged in a fire which is in the 
Air, through which their bodies, as well as 
ours, mult paſs to mount up to the dighal 
At1Oſt 
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ſtation deſigned for us : but with this diffe: 
rence, that'the fireſhall open ta let us go 
by ; but they muſt burn a while there, till 
their bodies be freed from all'corruption 
and filth, ſome more, ſomeleſs, according 
to their diſpoſitions, but few, ſtay there leſs 
than twenty years, ſome anhundred, other 
a thouſand , till ſuch time as their bodies 
be ſublimated and fit for an higher abode. 
Such of us as are incorrigible , ſhall be con: 
fined to a ſad Pit, where they ſhall be up to 
the Elbows in Mire and Dirt, and be de: 
prived of all comforts of life. Whiles he 
was ſpeaking this, there happened an aCci- 
dent, which cauſed him to ſtop and put an 
end: to-this - good Diſcourſe,” Ziribabdat 
was called to receive a dead Sevarite, and 
open the Caves, in which the deceaſed hay 
in Coſhns of Ivory and Gold. He excyfed 
himſelf, and told me , that he had much 
oh to ſay concerning the! Religion of 
meir Country , but could not remain witit 
ns any longer. I was glad to have this op- 
portunity to ſee their manner. of - burying 
the dead. At the great Gate of the Tem- 
ple ſtood near a thouſand people with the 
friends of the deceaſed. When Ziribabdas 
came to them, one who-ſtood þefore the 
Corps and the Bearers, ſpoke to tiim in, this 
"$351 NMANNCTy 
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manner, as was afterwards interpreted to 
me. © Moſt holy Prieſt, we have brought 
©to you our Neighbour Siffarals, a good 
*man, and a religious Sevarite, who hath 
«often expreſled his Devotion in this place, - 
© and his reſpects to your Holineſs z we de- 
© fire that he may be admitted amongſt the 
© dead Sevarites, as he hath lived among{t 
© them with reſpect and honour. Ziribab- 
das fate himſelf down. in an Ivory Chair 
adorned with many precious Stones, which 
ſtood in the Porch , and then he called. the 
Friends of the deceaſed, inquiring of them, 
whether he had committed no unworthy 
ation in his life-rime ? Whether he bad 
lived peaceably with his Neighbours ? 
Whether- he had not, been privately guilty 
of drunkenneſs, &c ? Whether he had not 
at his departure, bequeathed ſomething to 
the Church ? How many children he, bad ? 
What were their names? And ſuch. like 
queſtions, to which they gave an anſwer, 
and fatisfied him fully. Afterwards. they 
carried in the Corps into the Temple, | and 
laid it upon a long, Table of an Emeralg- 
ſtone, -and the Prielts anointed the body. all 
over with an excellent Oyl, called the Hoyt 
of Botamine , which hi gnifies in their Lan- 
gnage Uncorruption ? For ſuch is its EXtLa- 
| w ordinary 
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ordinary virtue, that it keeps a body from 

all manner of corruption or alteration an 
hundred years. - Now this 1s a Sacred Oyl, 
which only the Prieſts, who are learned: in 
Chymiſtry , make of ſeveral Ingredients; 
for this cauſe it is no where to be found but 
in their Temples, nnto which they have 
their Laboratories annexed. Now once in 
an'hundred years they anoint over all the 
bodies of the deceaſed from the beginning 
of the, World : by this means the bodies are 
kept frefh, and ſo lively and beautiful, that 


if a dead body could ſtand upright, at a 
diſtance-no man'could diſtinguiſh the dead 
from'the living. When the body was well 
anomnted-, they opened a large Cave of a 
thouſand yards broad, and as many long, 
-It had as many Cloſets as there were houſes 
mthe City. Ziribabdas,at the opening of 
-the- mouth of the Cave, cauſed ſome Cere- 
- monies to be performed, and then marched 
down-a pair of ſtairs into this burying: 
Place: the Corps was carried after him, 
andd and my Companians, with Sermodas, 
were'admitted to behold the ſubterranean 
Rarities, and to walk up and down.in the 
Caves, ſo full of tranſparent ſtones , that 
the light entring in by two or three holes, 
mag? on purpoſe, -cauſed it to be as light 
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within, as if the Sun had ſhined there in its 
Meridian. In the Cave were ſix hundred 
thouſand ſeparations, capacious enough to 
hold above an hundred thouſand bodies : 
they were all laid one upon another in very 
good order. There were ſeveral Alleys 
and Walks between the ſeparations, unto 
which were doors of maſſie Gold, and in 
ſeveral places ſtood great Pots full of that 
Oyl of Botamine, which the Prieſts caſt up- 
on the bodies , when they perceive any. al- 
teration 1n the bodies by their ſmelling. 
By this means it happens, that there is not 
the leaſt noifom ſmell ; but there is every 
where the moſt bleſſed Perfume in every 
corner , as if you were in a Garden of Ro- 
ſes, or amongſt blooming Beans. When we 
had well viewed the Caves, I intreated Zi- 
ribabdas to ſhew me the Sepulchres of their 
Kings ; for thatpurpoſe he led us out at 


 another.door , when all the company was 


departed , and ſhewed us all their Princes 
litting in Chairs of State, as if they were 
alive ; but this place was not in the Cave, 
but round about their Temple , in Gloſets 
made on purpoſe. The Princes were all 
cloathed in their Royal Attire, which they 
change once every year; for that purpoſe 
the King that reigns is bound to ſtnd them

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Veſtments according to the ancient Cu- 
ſtom, Ziribabdas ſhewed us all the anci- 
ent Kings litting in their gravity and Ma- 
jelty , and pointed out to ſome who had | 
been very remarkable 1in their Lives for |- 
ſome noted Aftions, by which they had ob- | | 
iiged the Nation of the Sevarites, and ren: | | 
dered their Names and Memories more | | 
ſacred «than others amonglt their Poſterity, | 1 
He ſhewed us King Bormarti , who was {0 f j

great-a Lover of Juſtice, that he baniſhed 
his own Son for committing a fault ; and 
{ent him to live and dye 1n the Iflands. ' He J'i 
told of his King Robarmi, who invented:the J x 
Art of Painting , and laid the FoundationsFr 
of 'Sevarinde. He ſhewed us the Body of  c 
King Dart: , who built the ſtately Palace} P 
for the Kings of the Sevarites, and fetched JR 
the ſtones from the Diamant Rocks and the J C 
Mountains of Saphyr , at a great diltancs | 
fron thence , upon Carts driven with the | 9 
Wind, with Sails as Ships. We ſaw Kang [le 
Marati , who taught the Sevarites how to 
make Boats, and to fiſh in the Rivers. We 
faw the Bodies of King Bumorls , Serabh, [© 
(ufſori, Menari, Manafts, Nacri, Labomor, | (i 
Apolori, Ribolo , Staraks, Muraks, Amloroa T1 
and-many others, who had been reverence@#{th 
tor fome witty Invention or glorious ACtFIth 
& oh, } 
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on, by which they had benefited Poſterity 
as well as their own Generation. There- 
tore their Cloſets were more beautiful and 
richer than the reſt, and they had the Ho- 
nour to have their Images placed in the no- 
ted Rendezyous of the City, for all men 
to look upon them, and for all Poſterity to 
reverence and reſpect them. By this Ho- 
nour the ſucceeding Kings were the more 
incouraged to do good, and abſtain from 
all blame; they are the more animated to 
deſerve well from their Generation, and to 
invent ſomething to advantage their Peo- 
ple. We walked about to ſce all the Ra- 
rities of this Royal Sepulchre , which ex- 
ceeded in glory the richeſt and ſtatelicſt 
Palaces of our Exropean Emperours and 
Kings. To ſpeak of the rare Jewels, of the 
Gold and precious Stones, and of the ex- 
cellent things that were never brought 
over nor ſeen in our World, I ſhould be end- 
leſs; for here in every place there are red, 
yellow, white, and other tranſparent Stones 
of rare Vertues, not known to us in Exrope, 
Orient Pearlg as big as Walnuts are as or- 
ory as Pebble-ſRtones in our Country. 

ne Common people poliſh them, and hang 
tithem in ſtrings about theic Windows ; but. 
tney ſeldom wear them, becauſe they have 
7 G 3 racer 
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rarer and more glorious things to put a- 
bout their necks and bodies as Ornaments, 
than theſe things, which, for want of a 
name, I omit. Ziribabaas ſhewed me next 
the Gallery of their ſacred Hieroglyphicks, 
which is one of the rareſt things of the 
World. The Gallery is about half a mile 
long, joyning to the Temple, ſtanding v 

on an Arch, under which are beautiful 
Walks andCloſets,for the Learned Students 
in all Arts and Sciences to ſpend their time, 
and imploy themſelves in their ſearches in- 
to the Myſteries of Nature. The Wall is 
of a white tranſparent ſtone, as clear as 
Cryſtal, and the Gallery is paved with Dia- 
mant ſtones ſquare, at every fix foot is a 
great large-Window of Cryſtal, and the, 
rop 1s covered and arched over with- Sa- 
phyr-ſtone. Emera!ds, Chryfolytes, Rubies, 
Jaſpers, Beryls, and other precious Stones 
not known to us, are without number a- 
bout in the Walls. This Gallery was built 
io eeS yo 3406. after the Creation of the 
World, by King Murabormati, a great Phi 
loſopher, and a Learned Student of Natures 
Myſteries. In theſe Walls he cauſed the 
Rules of all ſorts of Sciences, and the Prin 
ciples of all manner of Arts to be ingravel 
in black in the white ſtone of the Walls 
nd 
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not in Characters, but in Figures and dark 
Enigmes and Repreſentations, Here be- 
held the ſhapes of all manner of Creatures 
of this and our World in all kind of po- 
ſtures and aCtions of life, put here to repre- 
ſent the ſacred Myſteries thereby ſignihed 
to the underſtanding Reader. In.this Gal- 
lery wtre ſeveral hundred Learned Stu- 
dents beholding and ſearching into the di- 
rections that were given them. by theſe 
Hieroglyphicks. And in ſome Cloſets, 

_ near adjoyning, were ſeveral companies of 
men diſcourling and diſputing about thoſe 
things which were repreſented upon the 
Wall. We were introduced amongſt them 
to look and fit with them, and obſerve 
their grave poſtures and mien ; but for 
their Learned LeCtures and excellent Dif- 
courſes, we underſtood nothing, only Sermo- 
das told us, that here were all the Wits and 
Learned men of the Sevarrztes gathered to- 
gether ; and that for their better under-' 
ſtanding of all manner of Sciences, and to 

«perpetuate Learning, and free it from for- 
getfulneſs, they had in the Gallery the 
Rules and Axioms of all Arts, with all the 
Definitions and other matters of any mo- 
ment, needful to be known 1a velation-to 
any Skill or Science; and that when, any 

G 4 Student 
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Student doubted of any matter , in theſe 
Cloſets the great Doctors were met to di- 
rect and teach the ignorant, and improve 
all Arts and Sciences; and that by degrees 
as they improved Learning by new Diſco- 
veries, they were always engraven upon the 
Walls gafter a ſerions and judicial Exami- 
nation of the Learned Doctors, Md their 
Approbation of ſuch invented things and 
Rules : which Hieroglyphicks were graven 
with the names of their Authors for a per- 
petual Memory. We walked three or four 
turns in the Gallery ; and ſaw ſuch variety 
and number of new Objects and Repreſen- 
tations , that I have often wondered, how 
any one man can have that vaſt memory 
co give an interpretation to all thoſe things 
of different ſhapes, and to comprehend all 
the Myſteries of ſuch Enigm.s. In ſome 
places of the Gallery the Wall was covered 
over with Plates of Silver, and the Hiero- 
glyphicks were of Gold ; but generally 
they were in black upon a white clear 
ſtone, and ſo hard, that though, as I wa 

informed by Z:d: Parabay and the Prieſt, © 
ſome of the Hieroglyphicks have been 
there put above a thouſand years ago, yet 
appear as freſh, as if they had been gra- 
yen, but yeſterday, At the end of the Cray 
ery

lery are two large Cabinets, of a curious 
workmanſhip, and rare ſtone, of a reddiſh 
colour, moſt beautiful to the eye, curioully 
' cut! and graven. The Cabinets are full of 
Pictures and Images of all forts of Crea- 
tures, which ſerve the Learned in their 
Contemplations : here are #o a great ma- 
ny Skeletons of many Animals, with all 
manner of rare things, which are to bc 
found in this wonderful Country, Here [ 
ſaw a great Saphire-ſtone, about the bigneſs 
of a Gooſe, in which the Heavens and the 
Earth were repreſented very lively to the 
eye. In an Emerald, about the bigneſs of 
a mans head, I found in one fide all manner 
of Birds grayen with the finger of Nature, 
and in the ather all ſorts of Beaſts, 1 ſaw 
ſeveral other precious Stones , one ha- 
ying the Image of a Man, another of a 
Horſe, another of a Woman, another of a 
Camel, another of an Eagle, another of a 
River, another of a Fiſh , another of other 
Creatures , ſo curiouſly engraven, that no 
Artiſt could mend Natures work. Theſe 
ſtones were uſeful not only to ſatisfie mens 
curioſity , and pleaſe the ſight of the Lear- 
ned ; but alſo to teach them ſeveral things 
concerning thoſe creatures, which were 
thereby intimated to them. We found 
ſeveral ' 
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ſeveral Learned men obſerving thoſe 
things, and viewing them with leiſure : For 
that purpoſe are ſeveral Seats for them to 
ſit down and contemplate. Here [ ſaw al- 
ſo many Taliſmans, an Art altogether loſt 
in Europe, — to be recovered but from 
the Learning Of the Sevarites; for Zids Pa- 
rabas ſhewed me a round ftone, hollow 
within, wherein 1 ſaw, through many parts 
of it tranſparent, a perpetual motion of 
Trees, W6ods, wild Beaſts, and many Ani- 
mals, which he told me, was but a Tali(- 
man made to direct ſach as are Learned in 
this Art, how to make others for the ſame 
purpoſe. Some are fo skilful , that with a 
Taliſman they will kill any beaſt or crea- 
ture at a mile diſtance ; but as the Seva- 
rites are not for the deſtrution of crea- 
tures, but for their preſervation , they 
never make uſe of this Art to do miſchict, 
but ſave and comfort ſuch creatures as are 
decaying, and to put life into thoſe that are 
dead. Only the venemous creatures and 
notſom Flies, if by the procurement of any 
evil-ſpirited , ſuch are introduced into the 
Country, then the Philoſophers have an 
Art to make ſuch a Taliſman, as will not 
only deſtroy the Flies, and difarm the 
_ beaſt of his poyſonous and 1} qualities; but 
ſeverely 
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ſeverely puniſh the wicked Spirir, who hath 

been ſobold as to ſend in ſuch troubleſom 

creatures into their Land. For this purpoſe 

I ſaw upon four corners of the great Church 

a great Giant of black Marble, holding in 

his right hand a pair of Rams horns, as they 

appeared to me; but in truth it was no- 

thing but a Taliſman to keep off the Devils 
and evil Spirits from their Mecting-place 
and holy Aſſembles. In his left hand he 
held a Book open, of white Marble, in 
which ſome CharaQters were graven, as 1 
was told , which the Devils cannot endure 
to ſee, and therefore ' keep at a diſtance 
from ſuch places. Beſides , theſe Learned 
in Taliſmanical Figures, have the Art to 
make thoſe Taliſmans as have an influence 
not only upon bodies corporeal, but alſo up- 
on the ſubtle Spirits of the Air,and will bind 
them to a good Behaviour, or drive them 
with vengeance off from the place, or elſe 
ſo benum their ſenſes, that they can, nel- 
ther ſtir nor move, but are as ſo many ma- 
zed creatures, without like or motion, when 
they come within ſuch a compaſs. For that 
purpoſe [| ſaw upon the top of the Temple 
a great Eagle of Gold ſtanding with its 
wings abroad on the higheſt Pinacle of the 
Temple, which Ziribabdas told me, was no- 


thipg 
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thing. but a Taliſman made to drive away 
all ſubtle Spirits of the Air , or to hinder 
their malicious intents in that Sacred place, 
and amonglt the people of the City. He 
told me, that they have ſome perſons ſo 
well acquainted with that Art, that they 
can work wonders, and do any Miracle by 
their Taliſmans, kill and make alive, cure 
diſtempers, benum the minds and ſenſes of 
men, draw together thouſands of creatures 
and birds, and make them perform any 
action tnat may be named. I intreated 
Ziribabdaas to let me ſee ſome of the $kill 
of theſe Learned men in this Art. 1 im- 
portuned him ſo much , that he went into 
one of the Cloſets from the Gallery, and 
fetched to us a grave Signioar about an 
hundred years of age, with a long beard 
reaching down to his knees, and a pair of 
large whiskers each near a foot long. He 
ſaluted me very gravely, and led me into a 
private Cloſet, which belonged to him, out 
of it there was a way and a door into a 
{tone-Balcony , of a red tranſparent ſtone, 
with ſeveral Boſles or Apples of Gold. He 
had ſeveral curious Inventions, Taliſmans, 
and other things of a wonderful Art, Qne 
thing he took in hand, about the bigneſs of 
a Bulhel, having ſeyeral handles to it, the 
; {ubſtance, 
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ſubſtance, as 1 thought, was of Cryſlal : it 
had ſeveral Jarge holes : in the midſt I 
could fee many birds, all without motion, 
till the grave Philoſopher, whoſe name was 
Zidi Mufti, pulled a ſtring, and fet them all 
in a motion, then did we hear the chirp- 
ing of all manner of birds, fo pleaſantly, 
that we ſtood in a maze and wondered ; 
but much more , when we faw all the birds 
of the Air, that can be named, flying apace 
towards vs into the Philoſophers Cloſet : 
there were Eagles, Coimorants, Magpies, 
Crows, Vulturs, lack-daws, Kites, Spar- 
rows, Falcons, G&c. I numbered above a 
thouſand, which in leſs than a quarter of an 
hour came into the Cloſet, and perched 'up- 
on the Balcony and upon the Gallery. 
When Zidi Mufti faw them all come, he 
played another tune, and all theſe Birds be- 
gan to dance two and two, and chirp ac- 
cording to their kind, very pleaſantly. This 
ſport laſted about an hour,with ſuch a varie- 
ty of action, that we could have wiſhed it 
might have laſted longer. Ar the conclu- 
ſion the Philoſopher diſmiſſed them , nei- 
ther at that time did any of them injure 
one another , but were as quiet and harm- 
leſs, as if there had been noenmity between 
them, When they were gone , he _—_ 

tne 
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the Image of a man made in Wax ; but 
ſnewing all his privy parts backwards, and 


with it he marched to the Balcony , where 


he fate up and ſpoke two or three hard 
words, to the beſt of my remembrance 
they were theſe, Bomralok Koſtraborab A- 
brolakar Bourakabou Branbaſtrokobar © A- 
brovora Birikabu, and immcdiately there 
came a company of men and women of the 
Sevarites that danced all naked before us in 


-a beautiful Green : whiles he held the 


Image in that place, they were not able to 
depart from thence, but continued playing 
and dancing, and ſporting with one ano- 
ther above an bour, ſhewing ſuch antick 
tricks, as | never ſaw the like ; for all this 


they were not diſhoneſt; but immediately 


as ſoon as the Image diſappeared, every one 
of them departed and run away; but 
whiles the Image ſtood ſtill, they were nei- 
ther aſhamed, nor could they ſtir from the 
Place, ſo great a power theſe Taliſmans 
aye upon the minds of men, as wel] as the 
bodies of beaſts and birds. *Tis an Art 
which can give as much delight as profit 
to thoſe thac underſtand it well ; for they 
can perform; thoſe things in Nature that 
are moſt wonderful, and advantageous to 
the life of man. In the firſt Ages of the 

World 
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World this Art was generally known a- 
mong[t the Learned : and when I ſaw how - 
perfect the Sevarites were in it, I wiſhed 
with all my heart, that we had but ſome 
infightgnto the ſame Art and skill for the 
good of our Country ; but..our 1gnorance 
would ſlander ſuch knowledges, and think 
it to be Magick, 1t we.did [not underſtand 
the depth of it, nor the cauſes that ſuch 
men ſet a work , for many wonderful ef- 
fefts are to be produced by the; inferiour 
cauſes, which are ſecret and hid to the moſt 
part of men; for ſuch is our natural un- 
Skilfulneſs, that we know not the hun- 
dredth part of thoſe things that we- may 
eaſily attain to; This Learned Philoſopher 
gave me anqther diverſion : he fetched his 
Inſtrumentifor that purpoſe, and cauſed . 
ſuch - muſical Sounds and Voices to be in 
the Air round: about us at a diſtance, that 
we began to chang: between fcar and plea- 
ſure, - When Zir*babdas ſaw a change jn 
our coumenance, he deſired us to te con- 
tented;,' and aflured us, that we ſhould re- 
ceive no harm. The noiſe and voices con- 
tinued half an hour, not in the Inftrument, 
but at a diſtance , and with ſuch a variety 
of Sounds, that I could never imagine what 
it was. For whiles he ſtayed upon the Bal 

cony, 
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cony , he turned the Inſtrument round 
* witha little wheel, which was 1n the inſide; 
; but this had the power by the Taliſmanical 
Art to cauſe in the Air ſuch ſhrieks, crys, 
hollowings, and ſometimes ſuch cuggous and 
melodious voices, that we were raviſhed 
and ſtruck into admiration. We deſired 
to know whatit was that made that noiſe 
in the Air z the Philoſopher told us, that 
they were airy Spirits, which this Taliſman 
had 'the power. to attract, and to oblige to 
break out into thoſe ſhrieks and crys. This 
cauſed vs to wonder the more, that this 
corporeal Inſtrument , which ſeemed to 
have nothing but material , ſhould draw 
together on a ſudden ſuch *powertul Spb 
rits, and oblige them to give ſport to men; 
I concluded from theſe Examples, that he 
that underſtands well the Taliſmanical Art, 
is able todo any thing in Nature, to, work 
wonders and miracles, and tbdelight him- 
ſelf with any kind of ſport. whew/he plea- 
ſeth. After theſe paſlages, Þ ſaw.another 
Philoſopher, very well skilled 1n: this curt 
ous Art, bring before Sevarmizas threeſcore 
Lions roaring , with an hundred Bears, 
twenty wild Horſes, two hundred Maltifis, 
thirty Leopards, forty wild Bulls, which he 
cauſed firſt to cry every one according to his 
cuitom 
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cuſtom and nature, then the Philoſopher 
forced them to dance whiles he played up- 
on a muſical Inſtrument, and they -per- 
formed this as exactly, as if they had been 
taught on purpoſe; but when he ſaw his 
time , he ſet them all together by the ears, 
the Dogs; the Lions, and the Bears, every 
one pitched vpon his Enemy, and began a 
pleaſant Fight, which laſted two fuil hours, 
with a great deal of variety of ſport, which 
cauſed Sevarminas and all his Court oft- 
times to laugh heartily. When he hath 
a deſire to take any ſuch diverſion, he ſends 
for ſome of theſe men skilled in the Ta- 
liſmanical Art, and they anſwer his expe- 
Ctations in all things, and bring before him 
whom, and what they pleaſe. We retur- 
ned our thanks to this worthy Pniloſopter 
for his great pains. He anſwered, that he 
was glad to give us any delight, and tt a: 
if we would viſit him at ſome other more 
convenient time, he would ſhew us ſcm: 
more of his $kill in acting greater won- 
ders, than what we had ſeen ; but that he 
had done this only to divert us for the 
preſcent.,, becauſe he ſaw that we could not 
ſtay with him long ;- but if we would ſce 
more wonderful things, that we ſhould do 


weltto come to him ſome morning, and 
ro 
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to ſpend a whole day with him, and that 
then he would ſhew us what we had never 
ſeen , nor never ſhould fee but by his and 
his Companions means. We returned him 
our thanks again for his great kindneſs, 
and then departed with Ziribabdas, who 
led vs next to ſee the Treaſury of the 
Church, which is a large Room joyning to 
the Porch, all arched above, with fix Win- 
dows on the top: the Walls were of Dia- 
mant , niched with Saphirs and Emeralds, 
in it were Cheſts and Coffers full of the 
rareſt things in Nature, offered to the ſer- 
vice of the great God by the Citizens of 
Sevarinde, We beheld with admiration 
the rare workmanſhip , the curious things, 
and the Excellencies that had been there 
laid up by many Ages, and never made uſe 
of. Some Pictures were upon the Walls 
of this Treaſury , of an admirable hand: 
Ziribabdas told us, that the Painter was an 
Ewropean, calt upon their Coaſts by a ſtorm 
at Sea, and that he lived and dyed in that 
Country ; and that the Father of Sevarminas 
had ſuch an affection for him, that he gave 
him a beautiful young ha or to Wife, one 
of the moſt conſiderable of his Court, and 
gave him an Eſtate to live on, having made 


him a Citizen of Sevarinde : and that he 
lived 
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lived there fifty years, till he was an old 
man, leaving betind him many children, 
Girls and Boys, to perpetuate his nate 
amonglt the Sevarites. His name was S:- 
meon van Zurich , a Dutch man, who had a 
great skill in Swimming ; for when he'was 
caſt away, all the Ships company was loſt, 
but only hirh : they were at a diſtance from 
the ſhore, and could 'not ſo well ſwim, or 
were devoured by the fiſhes. Tt” as ths 
fortune to be carried ſtark naked on the 
Coaſt of the Sevarites, in an Iftand full of 
Ladies of Pleaſure, who had been baniſhed 
thither for their incontinency. ; As 1{qon as 
it was day, he found himfelf ſurrounded by 
a whole Troop of the'female Sex, who had 
a great delight to fee hm , and"catne to 
draw him into the Country ;. but when he 
ſaw no men, he was afraid to vepitare a- 
mongſt thern : 'this' emfed Hin fo fiir -4 
the River into-the'Land in the ſight of theſe 
beautiful -Creatures that accompanied on 
the ſhore, and oftet made figtts tg him'to 
land, and go no further ; bnt he continued 
or? till he landed amongſt the-innocent Se- 
var rmbs, who cloathed and bronghr Him tof 
their King. He was by bim entertained 
coutteouſly and nobly ,* and provided for 
the reſt of his days. . When we had taken 

H2 notice 
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notice of the Treaſury, and of all the great 
Rarities that are in it, we marched into the 
Church or Temple again to ſee the excel- 
lent Workmanſhip, the Carving, and rafe 
things that, adorn .this excellent place. 
Ziribabdas Cauſed us to take notice of- three 
Partitions In the Temple, the one, which is 
at the higher end, is only for their Prieſts 
and their King : the ſecond is for their No- 
bles : the third is for all ſorts of perſons 
promiſcuouſly without exception. By that 
time we had ſeen all this, the night drew 
on apace,. which cauſed us to withdraw to- 
wards our Lodgings. Zidi Parabas led me, 
and Sermpdas went with Maurice, our other 


Companions followed us to our Lodgings. 


We took. our leaves of the generous and 
Civil Ziribabdas, the Chief Prieſt of that 
ſtatcly. and glorious Cathedral-Temple of 
Sevaringe, and thanked him heartily for his 
great. courteſie ſhewed to us. When we 
came to our Lodgings , we-found our Sup- 
per ready.,, and we were- no leſs prepared 
for it ; .but Zids Parabas teturned to the 
Palace, to give Sevarminas an account of 
his Commiſſion and of our Walk, promi- 
ſing toreturn to us the next day. Sermodas, 
my ſelf; and Companions ſupped that night 
dogether , the Muſick playing all the while 

| we 
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we were eating. . After Supper we had 
good ſtore of rare Wines brought to us, 
which we received and made good uſe of; 
but , as we underſtood , that the Sevarites 
hate Drunkards and drunkenneſs, I adviſed 
all my Companions to drink moderately, 
for fear of giving an offence to thoſe noble 
people. They followed my advice, and 
after an hour or two's diſcourſe with Sermo- 
das, we went to our beds, where we had 
been the night before. Sermodas brought 
us into the Chamber, and then bid us good 
night, telling us, that he would call us up 
the next day, and ſhew us ſome other d1- 
verſions, as pleaſant as thoſe of the day be- 
fore. We thanked him, and told him, 
that we ſhould be ready to wait upon him, 
and that we had ſeen ſo many wonders al- 
ready, that we thought that we could ne- 
ver ſee any more: at thoſe words he de- 
parted ſmiling. 

The next morning Z'1di Parabas and 
Sermodas, with twenty more Gentlemen of 
the Kings Court, came to attend upon us, 
Sermodas only entring the roum , the reſt 
ſtayed in a Chamber hard by till we were 
dreſſed. As ſoon as we were ready., two 
Fellows, with Flates in their hands, ready 


to' play, ſaluted us, offering to conduCt us 
H 3 to 


_ 
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to the-company that ſtayed for us : they 
marched before vs , making moſt curious 
Muſick, till we came to the company. . A 
grave Sigator 'of them {rood with .Zids, Fa- 
rabas, and told us, that we muſt that day 
ride with Sevarminas into the Country, and 
-that he had ſent them to call upon ns for 
that purpoſe. Sermodas had canſed ſome 
of the excellent Wines of the Country to 
be brought, he cauſed fone to be poured 
forth into a great ſhell of a Fiſh, which 1$ 
the ordinary Drinking; veſſels of that Coun- 
try. He cauſed vs to taſte of it, and obli- 
ged all the company , before we went- out, 
to pledge vs: which when we had done, 
Zidi Parabas led us tothe door , where we 
iaw as many Dromedaries ready ſadled as 
ve were men : we mounted upon them that 
were prepared for vs; but when 1 inqui- 
red for a Bridle, they bid me rake hold of 
the Fars; for in this Country theſe Crea- 
tures have Ears of an incredible length, 
they are commonly an Ell long , but very 
fender : ſo that they are faſtened togetner 
as the Reins of a Bridle, at the end, with a 
Claſp, or ſome ſuch thing. This men hold 
in their hands, and with this they govern 
or turn them at their pleaſure, 1 muſt 
confeſs, I was afraid when 'I was firſt a 
| | No 
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ted upon this ſtrange beaſt, which is ſo 
ſwifr, that in a day we rid over hedges and 
ditches and uneven places, above one hun- 
dred and fifty miles. We went through 
the ſtreets to the Kings Palace , waerc we 
attended not long betore there came out 
a great Train with Sevarminas himſelf, I 
and my Companions alighted to ſalute and 
do him reverence. He inquired: how we 
had thrived, whether we wanted any thing ; 
we aſſured him, that amongſt ſo courteous 
and obliging a People as his Subjects were, 
we thought that we could not poſſibly want 
any manner of thing needful for the life of 
man. He bid us get up again and ride a- 
long with him, we were in all near a thou- 
ſand, all on ſwift Dromedaries : the Kings 
was as white as Snow, all the reſt either red 
or black. It ſeems Sermodas had given the 
King an account of the paſſages of the tor- 
mer day: fo that, to increaſe the more our 
wonder, he was reſolved to ſhew us the ex- 
cellency of his Country , and many other 
rare things; for that purpoſe he had ap- 
pointed in our Road towards the Conhines, 
all the ingenious men to meet us at every 
Town with their Taliſmans in their hands 
ready to ſhew us their skill and ſport. We 


had not gone above two Leagues Souti- 
H 4 ward, 
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ward, but we came to a Town called by the 
Sevarites Mazmands , where thirty Philoſo- 
phers met the Kiag; and ta welcome him, 
they had a Taliſman ready to make a Louſe 
grow inan inſtant as big as a Camel. I faw 
the beaſt, and admired how ſuch things 
could be done by a man, and as they told 
me, that they did it by the natural cauſes 
alone, without the concurrence of any other 
thing. As ſoon as the Philoſopher had 
turned the Louſe into a Came], he mounted 
upon it, and offered his ſervice to Sevar- 
minas to wait upon him in his Progreſs, 
which was accepted. And if 1 ſhould fay, 
that this ſtrange Camel gallopped , or ra- 
ther flew, as faſt as any of our Dromeda- 
ries, ſcarce any perſon will believe it: yet 
true it 1s, that this new-made creature led 
the way before us, and returned back with 
ns, ſhewing no ſigns of being weary : 1in- 
ſtead of Provender the Philoſopher had 
provided himſelf with a bottle of Spirits, 
which he would ſometimes, as I took no- 
tice, pour into the Camels Ears, and by that 
means kept the beaſt alive and vigorous. 
Another of theſe Philoſophers had got a 
Flea in his hand, which, with an Image of 


Wax, he turned into a Dromedary, fo like 


that which the King was upon, that ] could 
| FREY nok 
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not tell how to diſtinguiſh them. I ſaw the 
Flea which he held in a filken ſtring, he 
ſhewed it to all our company, and before us, 
by an application of the Taliſmanical Fi- 
gure, the Flea began to dilate it ſelf intothe 
body of a Camel, and out of the body the 
legsand ears and head broke out almoſt like 
a Snail when it goes to creep, or like a Tor- 
toiſe. All this was done in leſs. than a 
quarter of: an hour. Healſo had a Saddle 
ready to ride along with us in the compa- 
ny of the King and his Nobles. I confeſs, I 
took theſe two Learned Sevarites for Con- 
jurers, if not for Devils in mens ſhape. 
When Zidz Parabas perceived in our way, 
that Maurice whiſpered to me, he drew 
near to me, and aſſured me, that they could 
do more wonderful Feats than that by 
their great Art, and that what they had 
done, was done by the ſecret power of na- 
tural cauſes, ſet on work by the influence 
of the Taliſman, I told him, that I could 
wiſh, that we in our Country had the ſame 
Skill- and knowledge: but he anſwered, 
That ſuch Myſteries are nor ht but for men 
of the moſt refined Wits, and that no dull 
or vicious apprehenſions can be capable of 
the ſublime Notions that ſuch men. muſt 
haye ta att ſuch Wonders, and to find out 
Ms | the 
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the way to make ſuch ſtrange Taliſmans. 
Another of theſe Philoſophers , who ſtood 
within ſome golden Rails adjoyning to the 
High-way, bad in his hand a naked Image 
of Wax, repreſenting a young Girl , which 
Image he turned about his head, with ſome 
hard words which he uttered out of his 
mouth, and immediately there came to the 
place all the young Maidens within a cer- 
tain diſtance, and threw off their garments 
with their modeſty, in my judgment; but 
the religious Sevarites are not aſhamed to 
behold what Nature teaches other men to 
cover. Theſe Maidens leaped over the 
Rails about threeſcore in number , and 
began a moſt pleaſant Dance upon the 
green graſs before all our company , the 
Philoſopher having appointed a Mulician 
ready for that purpoſe , who played all the 
while upon his Inſtrument of Muſick, ac- 
cording to which theſe Maidens leaped 
and daaced up and down, which gave Se- 
varminas Much ſport and to all his Court ; 
but when the Philoſopher began to turn 
away, and cover the waxen Image, they 
took all their garments again, and departed 
with much fatisfaftion , becauſe they had 
given ſome delight to ther Prince , whom 


all the Sevarites reverence as they Uo a vill 
| ble 
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hle God ; they are therefore very joyful, 
when they can do any thing to pleaſe and 
delight him. The reſt of the Philoſophers 
ſhewed every one in his turn what he was 
able todo. One held a Mouſe by the tail 
in one hand, and his Taliſman in the other, 
and threw the Mouſe behind Sevarminas 
upon his Dromedary , which as ſoon as it 
was there, but a moment, it had the power 
to attract one of the moſt beautiful Vir- 
gins, whom I faw ftraggling behind the 
King. This thing cauſed the whole com- 
pany to burſt out in laughter; for ſhe was 
juſt putting on her Apparel with the reſt 
of her Companions, when the Taliſman 
tyed her hands and feet, and drew her on 
a ſudden, ſo that ſhe was ſeen to leap all 
naked through the midſt of us behind the 
King, where ſhe remained il} the Philoſo- 
pher drew her back with the Taliſman, and 
cauſed her to put on hey cloaths and de- 
part; Another of theſ& Makers of -.Taliſ: 
mans was blowing with a Pipe at the breech 
of a Cat, which ſwelled bigger than'any 
Elephant : when therefore he ſaw his time, 
he turned the rail rowards the company, 
and by a ſecret Taliſman gave liberty to 
the wind to go ſoftly out by the ſame hole 
where it was put in, The noiſe was fo de- 
lightful!, 
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lightful , that I never heard. more variety 
and ſweeter Muſick in my days ; for the 
Philoſopher ſtroked the Cats back and 
belly, and as he preſſed it harder or ſofte 

the wind would go out and whiſtle al 
ſorts of Tunes. The King . himſelf and 


all the company deſired the Learned man 


to come to Court as ſoon as he ſhould re- 
turn, and give them that ſport, which they 
fancied very much. I looked upon the 
Cat, whether it was alive, and I ſaw that 
it was a natural Cat, much like the Civet- 
Cats; for belides the Muſick, the Air was 
filled with ſuch excellent and glorious 
ſmells, that we were all raviſhed and in a 


maze, how this could come to- paſs. All ' 


ej reſt ſhewed ſome trick or other , but 
or brevity ſake I omit them, to give an 
account of our Journey. I cannot here 
deſcribe the number of beautiful Fabricks, 
of Orchards fall of all manner of Fruit- 
trees, Gardens with all kind of Flowers; 
Herbs, and Piants, both delightful to the 
eye, and uſeful to the body. I cannot num- 
ber all the otaer Rarities and Riches which 
this Country was full of, with the pleaſant 
Chanels of Cryſital-water, with the Bridges 
and Arches in our way, with the many 
Towns walled and open, moſt of precious 

Stones, 
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Stones, and adorned with Gold and Silver, 


tand Ivory , and all manner of Riches. If 


I ſhould give a particular account , no per- 


ſon can believe, unleſs he had been himſelf 


2n Eye-witneſs of the things that we ſaw 
then in our Journey. We went through 


| Paraſcals, agood Town, where the River 


Omer joyns with Rocara. The Inhabitants 
were ſo civil, that they met the King with 
rich Tables of Gold, covered all over with 
Diſhes of Sweet-meats, of a China ſubſtance 
and make. Every Cavaliero had liberty 
to take what pleaſed him beſt. Whiles we 
ſtayed there , ſome Philoſophers ſtood in 


| our way to give-us ſome of the ſormer 
1 ſports : at lait he that was' monnted upon 


his Camel, made of a Louſe, cauſed two 
great wings to grow out at the back, by 
the means of a Taliſman , which he had 
brought with him in his hand.' As ſoon 
as they were perfefted, the Camel flew up 
to the top of the-great Steeple of the Tem- 
ple of Paraſcals, where it ſtood a while 
with the Philoſopher on its back : at laſt 
it returned to us 'again' without any harm 
either to the beaſt or the man. The next 
Town was Moranur , the third Storax , the 
fourth Bolaciro, the fifth Aemrak, the ſixth 
Burino, where we ſtopt to take a Dinner 

prepared 
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prepared for us. I muſt not forget to 
mention certain {mages that ſtood 4n the 
High-way, at the entring in of the Town 
there were two chief, a young Maid of 


Alabaſter, and a Man of white Marble. The; 


Philoſophers Camel would not go beyond 


them, till he began to prick tae beaſt for. | ſu 


ward with a Taliſman, If it had not been 
for this accident, I ſhould not have taken 
ſo much notice of them, nor inquired after 
the cauſe of their being there, Zide Parui 
bas gave me full ſatisfaction , and told me, 
that they were the Images of two unfortu: 

nate Lovers of the Town of Burino, who 
had been conſtant to one another, till death 
' ſeparated them , their love and conſtant 
affection cauſed their deaths :: For it hap- 
pened , that their Parents would not con, 

ſent to their conjunction, which they dared 
not agree to without their leave, and the 
publick Solemnity , for fear of the diſgrace 
which uſually, as a conſequence , attends 
upon ſuch kind of amorons indiſcretions 
in the Country of the Sevarites, They were 
therefore reſolved to love one another re 
derly, and to refuſe all other Matches and 
Profters. They had been often tempted 


with other Propoſals, and with the Beaury: 


and Riches of other Parties ; but Ziricus 
and 


_ i. 
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and Malimna, ſo were they named by Zids 
Parabas , (lighted all things but the ſight 


| and company of one another, which they 


would endeavour to injoy by ſtealth , be. 
cauſe they were narrowly watched by their 


{jealous Parents, who by ag means would 


ſuffer them to come near together with 
their good will. Their love by this re- 


| ſtraint increaſed more and more, and their 
| mutual affettion found many Tricks and 


Arts to meet together in ſpight of their 
Parents watchfulneſs. They found man 
back doors and ſecret corners, to whic 
their extraordinary Sympathy brought 
them together: yet they would not be per- 
ſwaded to violate the Law of the Sevarzes. 


| This Love continued near forty years with 


a conſtancy worthy to be chronicled ; yet 


| their Parents wouldmever conſent to their 


Marriage. At laſt when they ſaw, that 
neither their affeftion, nor their reſolution 
never to change could prevail upon their 
cruel Parents, and their invincible obſtina- 
cy, they conſulted betwixt themſelves to-. 
depart together out of the Kingdom, and - 
to marry. in ſome other Land, Whyles#® 
they were-in this reſolution, they knew not” 


| which way to go, becauſe the paſſages were 


narrowly guarded. At a meeting there- - 
fore, 
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fore, an old crafty Dzvil appears to them 
i the likeneſs of a man, and offers them 
his ſervice to aſliſt them over the Seas, 
Taey agreed for a price to be tranſported 
to an I{land not inhabited, upon the Pacifick 
Sea, with ſome Tools, and grain for their 
maintenance. The Dzvil, in the ſhape of 
a Sevarite , promiſed to bring them a Ship 
iQ the dead time of the night to the great 
River of Rocara; for they thought he had 
been ſome Sea-man or Ship-malter. The 
time and place of departing was appointed. 
The young Couple, according to their in- 
gagement, came to the place a little before 
the evening ; and when they ſaw that the 
Devil was rough to them , and had cloyen 
feet, they began to fufpect, yet they were 
ſo paſſionate for one another , and there- 
fore fo blind, that the woman firit ventured 
her ſelf in the Arms of the D2zvil to be car- 
ried through the water to the Ship,” which | 
they.ſaw in the River ; the young man 1n- 
tending to follow. next; but the wicked 
Devil, 1aſtead of conveying the young Vir- 
gin ſafe aboard, plunged and held her un- 
der water till ſhe was ſtifled and dead, and. 
that in ſight of her Sweet-heart , who as 
1oon as he heard her_begin to ſhitek , and 
law what was pradtiling againſt her ny 
and 
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and his-, it is not to be imagined what 
torments and trouble of mind: he ;was in, 
ſometimes with his Sword in his hand he 
ran into the water upto the neck; again he 
would return up to: the bank , to ſee whe- 
ther his dearly Beloved was yet alive, again 
he would run into the River , till at; laſt, 
when he perceived the wickedneſs-of the 
counterfeit Devil, he caſt himſelf, deſpe- 
rately into the River; and though he bad 
never any $kill to ſwim , his love for his 
Beloved, for-whom he had a.more tender 
afteftion than for his own ſoul, made him 
venture, and found a means to get as far 
as the. body of his murdered Darling, which 
he brought aſhore, and ſeeing no ſign: of 
life , he Killed himſelf, and fell upon her 
body. : In remembrance of this Tragedy 
the Town hath dedicated theſe two .lmages, 
the-one to Zzricas , and: the other to Ma- 
' linna, with a great many- leſſer Images of 
young Men and Maidens, that are all weep- 
10g for the misfortune of theſe twoconſtant 
Lovers. This ſtory Z5d; Parabas told: me, 
whiles the Dinner was bringing in to. the 
great Hall of Ivory, wheregbe Bing Sevar- 
minas was to dine with all bis Court.

Kiftig/I-am hungry, The Rats ſpeech ſar- 
priſed the King ,' and-all'the company left 
their tneat to hear 'the diſcourſe between 
the King andthe Rat ; for the Philoſopher 
e6ld/hi>Majeſty, That it would give him 
af! anſwer that-he--would deſire. - They 
aot krioWitg fromwhence it proceeded no 
more that we , whey ſtood to ſee what the 
Rat would ſay : the Rat was neither aſha- 
meg, nor afraid of the company , but went 


fiom ons diſh to another'to taſte which was 


the 
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the beſt; -ir met with an Oltrich-Pye, on 
which it fell aboard without any manners : 
the King bid it be gone, I'le fill my belly 
firſt, anſwered the Rat, now I am here. 
King, I command thee to be gone, Rat, I 
love this company too well to run away in 
haſte. - King, Make haſte. Rar, We muſt 
do' nothing raſhly. King, Thon wilt eat 
alt.” *Rat , Thete isenough in the Land for 
you and me too. King, Who tutored 
thee? * Rat, My Maſter. Several other 
diſcourſes paſt between Sevarminas and this 
artificial creature, which ' was made "to 
ſpeak, not by its own nnderſtanding, but 
by that of the Philoſopher only ; by the Ta- 
lIifmanical Art he could make uſe of. the 
organ and tongue of the Rat to ſpeak what 
was according to his mind. - This was a Cu- 
rious paſſage, and'gave the whole company 
great delight. The Philoſopher told Sevar- 
minas, That he could make any beaſt', that 
was tame, to ſpeak in that manner, and fay 
any thing. We found this to be too true ; 
for afterwards another Learned man had 
taught a Camel, another an Aſs, attother 
a-Dromedary , 'another a tame Lion fo ſay 
any thing, with as much reaſon, as if they 
had been rational creatures, whereas it was 
but the organ of "their tongue that was

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made uſe,of by the ſtrong power of - a Ta- 
liſptan, to,turn which way, and articulate 
whatſoever, the Author, . of the Taliſman: 
pleaſed. . We ſtayed not long in the place z 
but. as ſoon as we had all dined,and refreſhed 
our. ſelyes,. we mounted, ypon our Drome- 
daries, and went on .4n-our, Journey. . The 
Louſe;, Camel, and the Flea turned into a 
Dromedary,,going, with us in our company, 
we palled by a curious Town that ſtood up- 
on an Hill, which had a-plentiful ſtream of 
water riing from the-top, and falling from 


a Iſtcep place upon a Diamant Rock , and, 
then- incompaſlled the -Hi round with a 


deep Chanel , 'over which there was a cu- 


rious Bridge of precious Stanes, with Silver: ' 


Globeg on: the top, and the ſides of the 
Walls with, a moſt beautiful Arch, the moſt 
regularly, built that I -ever knew. The 
Towns name is Tifran, commanded by a 
Prince, the molt conſiderable of all the Sub- 
jects.of Sevarmmas, he came out to meet us 
with a beautiful Guard. of young Gallants, 
all cloathed-in Cloth of Silver. The Prin- 
ceſs alſa.came to the entring in of the Town 


with a beautiful Attendance- of Ladies in 


their. rich Attire covered over with.Pearls, 
and the richeſt and moſt precious Stones, 


They .madc a low obciſance to King Se- , 


Varmmas, | 
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varminas, and offered him the Keys of their 
City, which he returned to the Prince 4u- 
rasks : that was the name of the Prince, who 
was young , about the age of thirty years. 
We paſled througti the ſtreets through the 
Acclamations and Applauſes of all the 
Common people , that are the happieſt in 
the World in all -Feſpefts; for they pay 
but little or no Tribute,; and have all things 
in ſuch abundance, glory, and plenty, that 
there is no want nor complaints.in all the 
Land, the pooreſt Sevarire hath: enough, 
and the richeſt can have no more than they 
uſe, for all the reſt is ſuperfluous. | The 
next Town was Titamecar, where upon an 
high Tower ſtood a Taliſman of Gold, 'for 
what intent I could never learn, We went 
through Muramm, Boraſcot, Malaviſi , and 
ſeveral other good walled Towns in' our 
way. We lodged that night in one of the 
Kings Palaces, ſituate ina little Lake ,” a- 
bout ten miles in compatls, in an Iſland that 
ſtands in the middle. Several Boats and 
Veſſels waited for us to convey us and our 
Dromedaries over to the Iſland. - This place 
is one of the molt- pleaſant abades of the 
World.- Here we ftop'd above a fortnight, 
which we {pent ſometimes in fiſhing, ſomes * 
times in hunting, walking about, and admi- 
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ring the wonderful things | that q_ 
conry where. Sommer the King biloſo- 
phers together with the Muſicians, .would 
make us tuch good fport;that we were never 
weary , we could have ſpent the days and 
the' nights in ſeeing ſuch ſports and' paſl* 
times. Sevarminas all this while ſent for 
me often, with De Nu#ts and Maurice, to 
diſcourſe with us, and inform himſelf con- 
cerning the Aﬀairs , Commodities, and 
Conveniencies of our Country : in which 
particulars 1 always gave him fuch anſwers 
as would (increaſe his deſire to entertain a 
Trade and Correſpondency with our Na- 
tion, and the other People of Exrope. When 
we had lived here in this Caſtle, and plea- 
fant Iſland called the Iſle of Foxes, and in 
the Sevarites Language Critaho, we ſet for- 
ward: for another place called the Mount 
Timpans, where the Kings of the Sevarites 
have another Houſe of Pleaſure : 1t is about 
an hundred: Leagues diſtant towards the 
Southweſt from Cr:/tako. We palled through 
many Woods, Vallies, and an open Coun- 
try in our way.toit, and had the ſight of 
ſeveral rate Towns, Seravi, Puteols, Nants, 
Quarok, Runtour, and ſeveral others no leſs 
rich and beautiful than the former, I cannot 
forget to mention a rare Invention wo [ 
. aw 
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ſaw at Serav:. There is;@ large Ryverabout 
two miles diſtant front the Town. which 
ſtands upon a Hill without any waters The 
ingenions Sevarites therefore have found an 
Art to convey this great River inan artih. 
cial Chanel, built: and ſupported-upoir an 
Arch of hard Diamant':ftone j- above itwo 
miles from one Hill-ro: the, other i over a 
deep Valley, into. which the Riverdid run 
before; but becauſe the Valley was-not fo 
wholeſom an Air as the top-ob the Moun- 
tain, they have built there their houſespand 
been at the trouble to make for the River

But one of our Philo- 
ſophers pulled out "of his pocket-a' ſtrange 
Taliſman , of ' a yzeRow colour, 'throngh 
which there was'a hole which: he clapt to 
his lips, and whiſtled away the Apzs. They

were not gone, tEn paces from us, but they 
all fell. dowri dead with the venemous Sp1- 
rits which this Taliſman conveyed to them 
"without hurting any. creature elſe; for you 
ruſt know, that what is a poyſon to one 
creature,is not ſo to another,and theſe skill- 
ful men ſo well read in the ſecret Myſteries 
of Nature-, can | direft'- their operations 
which way they pleaſe, at a diſtance as well 
; as. near: at hand. . TherKing of the Seva- 
rite hath always one or: more of theſe Phi- 
loſfophers to accompany him when he goes 
into the Country, for fear any accident 
might happen to kis-Perſon or Retinue. 
We found a plentiful Dinner prepared 
For us at Nani, where the Ladies of the 
.Town waited ppon: Sevarminas at the Ta- 
ble, and came to the: reſt -of his Company 
to offer their Services. The Governors 
name was Farabo, an old grave Signior near 
fourſcore years of age, he had twenty Sens 
comely. and proper young men, with. five 
Daughters, all by one Woman, whoſe name 
was Pluralis : ſhe was then a. grave Matron 
of a beautifnl and grave countenance , her 
Davghters young Ladies followed her when 
ſhe came to ſalute Sevarmizas and his Lords. 
We made no long ſtay in this place, but 
marched next to-the Maunt Timpart, uy 
| cau 
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could not- get - thither till. the. next day at 
night; we lodged therefore in-the Town 
of Durambs , and the next-day early in the 
morning we ſet -torward in our Journey to 
mount 'T:mpanz ,, where: we arrived about 
Sun-ſet. There happened nothing in this 
days riding-\remarkable, only Afarnrices 
Dromedary ; being offended that he had 
kicked her with his heel ; caſt him to the 
ground, and bruiſed his thigh-and arm; 
but the Kings Phyſician applying an Herb 
called Muroz, which he found in the fields 
hard by, cured the wound, eaſed him pre- 
ſently of his pain, ſo that he never com- 
plained afterwards, The nature of theſe 
creatures is ſuch, that they mult be gently 
dealt withal, otherwiſe they become fu- 
rious and mad : but it the Rider bandles 
them ſoftly 4 there is no beaſt ſo gentle, ſo 
eaſie, and uſeful, 

Mount Timpan: is a pleaſant Hill crown- 
ed on the top: with all manner of the moſt 
beautiful Trees in Nature , bearing all ſorts 
of Fruits, . In the midſt is the Kings Palace 
moted round. The water runs from fix 
great Fountains, which are on the top of 
the Hill; unto which there is an eaſie aſcent 
on the ſide of the Hill: about half a mile 
from the Caſtle is a Town of the- ſame 

name, 
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name, very 'glorious to the eye-when the 
Sun ſhines. The Caſtle or the Kings Pa- 
lace is about'a 'mile in circumference, with 
ſtrong Walls of clear ſtones, of a white and 
reddiſh colour, ſuch as 1 neverfaw the like 
before. It was 'well furniſhed with: all 
mannerof Houſgold-ſtuff, the richeſt that 
1-ever beheld -the -large'/ and- ſpacious 
Rooms, Chambers, and Halls, and Galle- 
ries, with their Ornaments , were not to 
be numbered. "At our firſt arrival , the 
Governor'of the Town, with the chief In- 
habitants , came to wait pon their King, 
who ſhewed them a great deal of reſpect as 
belonged to his loving Subjefts.. All this 
while he had concealed the cauſe of | his 
Journey to that place, and would not let 
any perſon, not his own Son,nor any of his 
Privy Counſellors underſtand any thing of 
it, till three or four days after our arrival ; 
for it becomes a great Prince , who intends 
to aft ſecurely in weighty matters, not to 
let any man, not his greatelt Friends, know 
his intentions to the full. Sevarminas ha- 
ving here a great bulineſs to- put in execu- 
tron , which 'concerned nothing lefs than 
the ſafety and peace of his' Empire, he 
coticealed it from- all the world , and gave 
But, that he would make this Progreſs _ 
is 
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his paſtime and for his health. The Go- 
vernors name was Smyriamnas , a man of 
an ancient Family, lineally deſcended from 
the great Sevarias 5 but young and very 
ambitious, - and no leſs prond and haughty 
amongſt his Equals , which cauſed his Peo- 
ple not to affett him ſo much as otherwiſe 
they would have done. At our arrival he 
came to pay his Homage and Reſpects to 
Sevarminas his Prince, and the next day 
invited him and all the Court to a coſtly 
and ſumptuous Banquet. I and my Com- 
panions, together with Sermodas and Ziad: 
Parabas, were lodged in a ſpacious Cham- 
ber, where were twenty Beds of Ivory and 
Gold, with curious Curtains of Silk em- 
broidered with Gold, with the Walls hung 
with Piftnres , very well and artificially 
drawn, Afﬀrer Supper we went to take 
our leaves of King Sevarminas, and were 
immediately conducted to our Chamber, 
where we reſted ſweetly, till the next mor- 
ning the noiſe of the Trumpets, Bag-pipes, 
Flutes, Viols, and Violins, Harps, Guitars, 
and all manner of Muſick played at the 
Kings riſing. This pleaſant and raviſhing 
Harmony awakened us and our Chamber- 
fellows, and obliged us to put on our Ap- 
parel, We walked about the Chamber a 


while, 
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while , diſcourſing of the ſtrange paſſages 
of our Journey, when in came a Meſlenger 
from the King to call us to him. He had 
an intent to walk about -his Parks, - and 
view: the Town; before Dinner. He was 
therefore willing, that we Strangers might 
g9 along with him ,. not only for our fatiſ- 


faction, but alſo to ſhew his People men of 


foreiga Nations comme to adore and wor- 
ſhip him. The Parks were all walled 
round with many Laxcs, Vorids, Rivers, 
and Streams of Water full ot ail manner of 
wild and tame Fowl, wits all ſorts - of 
Bealts, Deer of all kinds, Rabbets, Hares, 
and a ſort of Creature named Buffol:, which 
hath no joynts in its fore-legs, and never- 
theleſs runs as {wift as any other beaſt, In 
the Parks we had the ſight of many Trees 
and Woods, where the Birds and wild Fowl 
and Beaſts uſe to ſhelter themſelves. After 
this Walk we marched into the Town, all 
our Company, were the Govexnor at the 
entraice received us with his Family; but 
the Citizens , with the chief men, ſtood at 
a diſtance, crying out, men,; women, and 
children in their Language, Aurabs , ' Ma- 
rabi, Marabi , that 1s x Jullice,. Tyſtice, Ji 
ſtice. .. I faw at this ſudden. cry the Gover- 
nois countenance change : - ke nevertheleſs 

drew 
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drew near to Sevarminas with all the re- 
fpe&t imaginable ; but he received him 
with a ſetled countenance, and asked what 
the people'meant by their Marabi. Before 
he had time to anſwer, -one of the chief of 
the Sevarites ſtept forward, followed by all 
the reſt. They all fell upon their knees, 
and -bowing to Sevarminas, they humbly 
intreated him, that he would-liſten to and: 
pity their grievance. What is the matter ? 
anſwered he, One of them ſtood up, and 
in the Governors preſence ſpoke to- him in 
this manner : * Moſt Noble and ever Glo- 
©rious Monarch , we your Subjects are- 
« heartily glad to ſee'you' amongſt us , we 
<have longed a great while to have you 
© here to free us from an intolerable burden. 
© Prince Smuriamnas our -Governor forget- 
©ting the bleſſed Rules of our great Seva- 
©7445 , Oppreſſeth us contrafy' to all Law 
© and Juſtice, and hath ſpilled the innocent 
© blood of many of our friends, whoſe Souls 
© will not ſuffer us to ſleep in quiet, til 
* their deaths be revenged. We have often 
© admoniſhed him'to recal' him from his 
© peryerſe and wicked praCtices ; but to 
*all our admonitions -he hath returned ne- 
*rhing bur curſes and blows without mer- 
*cy: ſo that for theſe many ycars we have' 

© lived 
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© lived as ſo many: ſlaves; and unlefs your 
(glariovs Majeſty will telieve us, we muſt 
* forſake him and his Principality, and ſeek 
* our remedy in. a. retreat far from him, 
* But we expect from your : Juſtice and 
© Gootlneſs that relief which/yau. have af- 
« forded to many of your pootiSubjects in 
<{ſuch like caſes. This Speech made Smu- 
raamnss faint away,:ſo that herfell down as 
dead before the whole company ; bur Se- 
vParminas Canſed-him to be taken up, and 
bis Phylician to take care of bim. Sevar- 
mas expected this complaint before he 
heard it, His coming was to remove and 


ur 1 yore and place in. his ſtead 
* his eldeſt Son:Saricoks, a yourig Man of an 


excellent beauty, who waited upon: him 
from his youth. As ſoon as he heard the 
peoples grievance , he aſſured them, that 
he would ſevetely puniſh him according to 
Law, and cauſe them to receive fatisfacti- 
on, wiſhing them all to depart home with 
this aſſurance, without noiſe or tumult, and 
to be ready when his Judges ſhould be rea- 
dy to examine their Cauſe, to bring 1a 
their Allegations and Proofs againſt Smu- 
riamnas, In the mean while Sevarminas 
would not go to the Palace of Smuriamnas 
as he was invited, nor to the Town-Hall, 

where 
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where the Chief of the Town-promiſed to 
bring him a Dinner ;/ but: he returned with 
all 'his Train to the Caſtte;, where Dintier 
was ready for us. . He fave Order, that 
Smariamnas ſhould be kept in a cloſe Pri- 
ſon, joyning to the place-of: Judicatate; till 
the next day ; for then hg intended, with 
the Advice of his Court; to:puniſh him ac- 
cording to the Laws of-the-Land;; for-dt- 
ſeems he had been guilty of Murder, and 
Violence, and Oppreſſion,. and fad not ob- 
ſerved the ſacred Laws of the'Sevariter iv 
his' Juriſdition. The next day we went 
down into the Town to accompany Sevar-" 
minas, Who fate down upon an high:Throne: 
prepared for him, under a'Canopy of Gold; 
embroidered z round. about.fate and ſtood 
his religious Counſcllors and/Judges. When 
it was noiſed about the.Town , that Sevar- 
minas was fate in his Judgment-ſeat , for 
it was not-above nine of the clock in the 
morning ,' the whole Town came 'to. the! 
place, with intention to 'accufe Smutiammus, 
who was brought before 'the King with kis 
hands tied behind his back.” Preſzntly, there 
came a Widow with four young. Infatts 
weeping., becauſe Swiriamnas had killed 
her Husband in his anger, for no other 
cauſe, but becauſe he would not comply 

with 
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with his irregular commands. ' She pro- 
ved it againſt himby. no lefs thanten Wit- 
neſles, who'were there preſent upon-the. 
pre: Another ſtept up: and ſaid, That 
e had killed: his Brother, producing ſaffi- 
cient Witneſſes that ſaw the Murder. Ano- 
ther, complainedyof the deſtroying of his 
Friend privately : 'others came forth to de- 
clare how Smieriamnas had oppreſſed: them 
with cruel Exactions. The King deſired no 
other prooF of theſe Accuſations, but the 
view of. his body without a diſguiſe; cove- 
ring,.or paint : For, as [ ſaid;before; as ſoon 
as. men amongſt the Sevarites have. com- 
mitted 'any wickedneſs, there: is immedi- 
ately an alteration upon the body and skin 
of the Offendor, that declares what he hath 
done. That this might nat appear , Smw- 
r4amnas had made uſe of the Taliſmanical 
Art and of Painting, by the one to keep: 
doiwn all tumors_and riſing in his face and 
hands, and: by the. other to cover all ugly 
colours that. were” upon his'$kin. There- 
fore the King commanded him- to be ſtript 
naked , and, carried-into a Bath, / and-there 
to” be rub'd and waſhed, which” accord- 
ingly was done. When he was brought 
back, I never ſaw ſuch a disfigured Crea: 
ture, his arms were as black as ey we 
ands 
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hands all gore blood , his face as greeh as 
graſs, his legs as yellow as ſaffron , on his 
back and legs appeared two Tumors abonr 
the bigneſs of Walnuts. When he appear- 
ed fo odious tothe company, the King 
paſſed his Sentence upon him, to the great 
Joy of the Inhabirants: and becauſe blood 
requires blood , and no other Crime is to 
be puniſhed with death but Murder amongſt 
the Sevarites, the King delivered him to 
the will of the aggrieved parties to put him 
to death. They took him firſt and whip- 
ped him, till his body was full of ſcars and 
wounds, which they anointed with honey, 
and then tyed him epon an high place in 
the middle of their Town with his face 
upwards, As ſoon as he was there, a Swai m! 
of Waſps and Bees flew about him , witi 
ſome Vulturs and Eagles, which devoured 
him in two days: ſo that there was no- 
thing remaining of his body but the bones, 
The King condeſcended to this exemplary 
puniſhment, the rather, becauſe Smuriamnas. 
had a deſign to alter the Government of 
the Sevarites, and revolt from his obedi- 
ence : for that purpoſe he had endeavou- 
red to perſwade ſome other petty Princes 
to joyn with him aga'n!t their Soveraiga 
King Sevarminas, Yet he was {0 graciovs 
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to call his Son in.the preſence of all the 
Chief men of the Town, and to reſtore him 
to his Fathers Eſtate and Goods , without 
the leaſt diminution of any thing. He 
gave him this admonition in the preſence 
of a' multitude of people : Swricolss, ſaid 
the King, thou halt ſeen a ſevere Example 
of Juſtice upon thy Father for abuſing his 
Power and Authority, I might make that 
uſe of his Crime, to deprive all his Family 
from any ſuch opportunity of -doing a mil- 
chief; but 1, conſider, that thy Religious 
inclinations have often cauſed thee to dif. 
allow thy Fathers proceedings, and to 
- blame him for the liberty he took contrary 
'ro Juſtice and Law. 1 conſider, that thou 
art as likely to do as much good as Smurs- 
amnas hath done miſchief. 1 reſtore thee 
not only. to thy Fathers Eſtate , but like- 
. wiſe to his Authority and Command. Take 
heed that thou followeit not thy Fathers 
Example : let not thy Glory putt thee up 
with pride, nor thy Power cauſe thee to 
act contrary to Reaſon: and Law; remem- 
her that there is a puniſhment for evil 
_doers, as there are rewards for the juſt : 
© behave thy ſelf with that diſcretion and 
moderation, that thou maylt have the com- 
mendation rather than the condemnation 
of 
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of thy Country-men , that thou mayſt de- 
ſerve 'well from me and them. This Cle- 
mency and Juſtice made Sevarminas to be 
praiſed in all parts amongſt the Sevarites ; 
for thereby all perſons were obliged ,- and 
thereby ſecured from ſuch like violences, 
and the noble Family of Smuriamnas con- 
tinued in its Splendour and Glory, only a 
rotten Member was taken out of the way 
for. the Publick good. | 

After this piece'of Juſtice, we remained 
there about a month, which Sevarminas 
ſpent in regulating all thoſe things that 
were amiſs in the Government of Smurs- 
amnas through his ill Management of At- 
fairs. Afterwards he lefc. there the new 
Governor Sricol;s to do Juſtice in his ab- 
ſence, commanding him to be impartial 
in all his publick ACtions, and to abſtain 
from the Vices unto which his Father was 
inclinable , which caſt him into the dange- 
rous precipice of deſtruction. | 

We departed from thence with the bleſ- 
ſings and good wiſhes of all the Inhabitants, 
and in three days we returned to Sevarinde, 
where our coming was expeCted with much 
impatience ; for in the Kings abſence that 
City could not be governed well. by any 
other perſon. Some diſorders thetefore had 
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| appened, which the Viceroy could not pa- 
cite without the Kings Authority and. Pre- 
ſence. The whole City met us at two miles 
from the place,and ina moſt beautiful order 
marched along with us into Sevarinde, 

1 continued in the City about half a 
year, which | ſpent in inquiring after the 
Conveniencies of the Country, the Sea- 
Ports, the Commodities and Riches that it 
brings ſorth, that I might give that infor- 
mation to my Country-men , which might 
benefit them in future Ages after. my re- 
turn to my own Country, for we were 1n 
expectation of a Ship from Batavia, whl- 
ther we had again ſent ſome of our men 
witha Vellel, which we had recovered a- 
mongſlt the Sporvi, to defire the Governor 
of Batavia to ſend a Ship that might con- 
vey __y onr Goods and perſons. 

But w 
of Sevarinde, who had loſt her Husband by 
death, fell in love with Mawrice, and often 
treated us very nobly in her houſe, Adan- 
rice was no Sevarite , and could not refrain 
from ſome amorous embraces, which the 
Lady gladly accepted of; for it was not 
 Jawful by the Law of the Sevarizes to match 
with any other generation. But to cover 


their a@ions, the Lady had made ufe of oy

iles I ſtayed there, a young Lady . 
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Skill of the Philoſopiers to keep down the 
Tumors in her skin and body, and to paint 
Maurices face and hands , which hindered 
their ſecret correſpondency from being 
known abroad. I muſt needs confeſs, that 
Maurices yy cauſed me to look a- 
broad, and ſee whether I could meet with 
the fame Fortune : For that purpoſe I walk- 
ed about the City often, early and late, to 
ſee what I ſhould by chance meet with, 
About a month before our departure from 
Sevarinde, a young Gentlewoman, who had 
Father and Mother , and never knew a 
man, invited me into a Garden , where ſhe 
was alone, in the Spaniſh Tongue. 1 was 
lad of this opportunity, we walked there- 
re ſeveral turns together, talking of di- 
vers matters : at laſt ſhe opened her mind 
to me in this manner, Sir, I underſtand 
|- by your countenance, that you are a Stran- 
ger, our King Sevarminas hath a great 
eſteem for you, as well as my Father and 
Mother : we have often talked of you and 
your religious behaviour ſince your coming 
into our Country ; we ſhall therefore be 
glad to be acquainted with you for in my 
Fathers name I will bid you welcome, and 
will aſſure you, that he will give you a 
kind reception ; for he is a Merchant, and 
3 conveys 
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conveys Commodities from City-to- City 
amoneglt the Sevarites, Sir , modeſty will 
not give me leave to tell you more of my 
mind ; but when we ſhall be better ac- 
quatnted, I hope-——-: ; With theſe words 
ſhe broke oft with a modeſt bluſh upon her 
Cheeks, The young Woman was. moſt 
beautiful , and was; cloathed in white Silk, 
with a Girdle of pure Gold , all beſet with 
precious Stones about her middle, - She in- 
quired whether I were not married in my 
own Country, I atlured her, that.I was not : 
upon this, ſhe confeſſed her amorous in- 
 clinations for me, but withal told me, that 
every thing mult he performed in due time, 
and that ſhe would not precipitate-the bu- 
fineſs, but wiſhed me to ask her Fathers 
conſent, aſſuring me, that ſhe would wil- 
lingly leave all to live and dye with a man 
. of that ſweet temper and diſpoſition ghat 1 
was of.;; Her loving Complements I an- 
ſwered with Careſles, and aſſured her, that 
I ſhould think my ſelf bappy in her-igjoy- 
ment. * We ſpent ſome.tume together to 
begin our acquaintance , and to inform our 
felves of one anothers Conditions. and 
Eſtate 3 but the night obliged me to leave 
her for that time, and return to my Lodg- 
ings.

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of all particulars, he adviſed me not-to 
neglect the offer, but to viſit her in her Fa- 
thers houſe ; for himſelf and his Lady, he 
told me, that he was reſolved to carry her 
with him to Batavia, where he intended to 
liveand dye with her: and though Women 
amoneſt the Sevarites are forbidden Goods, 
and that it is not lawful to tranſport 'them 
to other Countries ; he was perſwaded by 
the means of friends with Sevarminas , to 
get that liberty and priviledge , which was 
never granted to any before. This dit- 
courſe and his hopes made me concetve 
the ſame, I went therefore often to ſee the 
young Lady, who entertained me and my 
Companions very courteouſly, as well as her 
Father and Mother. After ſeveral Vilits, 
I opened the matter to the Parents'in their 
Daughters abſence; they made ſome'diſh- 
culty, becauſe, of the Laws of the Country, 
and my inclinations to return into myown 
Country. But when I told them , that we, 
had Plantations in Batavia, not far from, 
thence, and that I would live and dye with 
her. there, they; began to yield to my re-, 
queſt, 'in caſe Sevarmmas would diſpenſe 
with the Law' of the Land, and ſuffer me to 
CArky her away, This1 told them, that 1 
would endeavour to obtain from his good-.

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neſs. 1 cannot give an exadt account of all 
our pleaſant meetings, of the rare things 
ſhe diſcovered to me, of the delightful 
Walks, and other things which paſs all 
imagination. But certainly hcr company 
and ſweet Converſation made me ſpend 
my-time with great contemment. In or- 
der to our Marriage, when the Portion was 
agreed ppon , I cauſed Zidi Parabas and 
Ziribabdas, my two intimate Friends, to 
open the buſineſs to King Sevarmenas, that 
we might bave his approbation and conſent 
to that which was not agreeable with the 
ancient Laws of the Sevarites, But in re- 
gard we had behaved our ſelves ſo religi- 
ouſly fipce our being in the Copntry, be 
thought at no diſgrace to grant us more 
liberty than ordinary. After this byſineſs 
bad been dehated. in his Privy Council, it 
was reſoiyed that this, courſe ſhould be ta- 
ken.to oblige vs the more, and invite our 
Country men to trade with his People. 
Therefore 1 had a leave to marry publickly 
my young Miſtreſs, 'and Marrice alſo had a 
Diſpenſation to take to Wife his courteous 
Lady. When all theſe things were agreed 
upon, the day was appointed, for both King 
Sevarminas , and, all the Nobles of his 
Court, aſſiſted at the Solemnity , and 
| $625 brovght 
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brought us to his Royal Palace , where he 
beſtowed upon us moſt rich and glorions 
Gifts, and entertained our new and yours 
Wives with a ſumptuous Feaſt, at whic 
they had the Honour to fit next the Queen. 
The Ceremony of Marriage was perfornt- 
ed in the great Temple of Sevarmde, by 
breaking of bread, and joyning of hands, 
with many Prayers and Bleſſings from 
their Prieſts. It was concluded with-a 
Dance and Muſick , where all the yup 
Ladics of the Court ſhewed their ai 
VITy. 
Before the Marriage was concluded, T 
Ship was arrived amongſt the Sporvs from 
Batavia, where Meen Heer van Plumerich 
commanded in Chief. As ſoon as we had 
news of this Slip,” we went and gave an 
account of its arrival to Sevarminas, who 
deſired us to ſend for the Captain Yan Plu- 
merick., and promiſed, that then we ſhould 
have liberty to depart along with him, 
with our Wives, and ſuch things as belong- 
ed to vs, to Batavia, or whither we had a 
mind to go. We thanked him for tis 
great and extraordinary Civilities, and 
told him , that we would ſpread bis Fame 
all over the World. According to this 
Order, Sermeds was ſent back to Sporunae, 
| to 
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to fetch Captain Yan Plumerick, , whoſe - 


Ship had Orders to- get into the River of 
Rocara. He came. with ſome kind of re- 
Iytanhcy , not knowing the Civilities and 
good Entertainment. that we had found 
amoneglt the Sevar:ites, But when he was 
- arrived, and ſaw the Riches and Happineſs 
of the People and Country , and found 


them , as well as we, to be men of Faith, ' 


oad Behaviour, and Honeſty , he was not 
for his condeſcenſion to this requeſt. 
Kee his arriyal to Sevarinde, we remained 
there two months, which we ſpent in mer- 
Ty Sports, Feaſts, Banquets, Hunting, 
Hawking, and all manner of Delights , ac- 
cording to the cuſtom of that glorious 
Curt, Sevarminas was well pleaſed with 
e.Converſation of Yan Plumerick ; for 
—_ a gallant Man , and knew ſo well 
hoy. to hit the humor of Sevarminas , that 
the King gave him very rich Preſents, His 
Ship had Orders to draw near to the Bor- 
dergof the Sevarztes into the River Rocara, 
becauſe we might more conveniently load 
our Goods, and becauſe Sevarminas had a 
great delire to go on board, and ſee the 
manner and faſhions of our Ships of War, 
ang the great Guns that were on board. 
To.comply with his deſire, wg all went bo 
| | | tne 
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| the banks of the River. Rocara , where the 
Ship rode at an Anchor, trimmed and flou- 
riſhing with Garlands and Pendents of all 
colours. Sevarmmas , accompanied by all 
his Court, was carried in the Captains 
Pinnace that waited for-him , with ſeveral 
other Boats :' when he. was aboard , the 

Cannon and Trumpets bid /him welcome. 
| The Captain preſented him: with. ſome Ra- 
rities, which they have not in that Country. 
He gave him a Watch, a Clock, Guns of 
an extraordinary make, with many other 
things of Europe. After a Banquet in the 
great Cabin of the Ship, he returned to 
the ſhore; very well ſatisfied” with hisEn- 
tertainment. He deſired one or two of our 
great Guns; for he intended to have ſome 
caſt of Silver , becauſe he bad no Braſs nor 
Bell-metal in all his Country. 

We returngd with-him to Sevarinde, and 
then taking our farewel of all our Friends 
and Relations, we carried away our Goods, 
and ſhipped them aboard. Yan Plumericks 
Ship, with our Wives, and all our Compa- 
ny , ſet fail towards Batavia; but a ſtorm, 
or rather. a Hurricane at Sea, had almoſt 
driven us back again on the ſhore. We 
eſcaped narrow!y by the great $kill of the 
Mariners, an! the watchtulneſs and vigi- 

lancy 
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lancy of the Captain : ſo that in ſix days, 
or thereabouts, after the ſtorm , we had 
ſight of a Cape in Batavia, where we land- 
« to the great joy of all our Country-men, 
who were deſirous to ſee the new Country 
that we had difcovered , when we ſhewed 
them. our Riches and Jewels, and gave 
them an account of the excellent People 
that inhabit there, 
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
